Following  a well  established  and  commendable  cus- 
tom we  meet  tonight  to  take  our  oath  of  office  and  con- 
sider briefly  the  work  and  needs  of  the  various  city 
departments,  and  to  set  forth,  so  far  as  the  executive  de- 
partment is  concerned,  the  policy  of  the  city  government 
for  the  year  1905. 

Permit  me  at  this  time,  to  convey  to  the  citizens  of 
Newburyport  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  expression  of 
confidence  in  electing  me  to  this  the  highest  office  in  the 
city.  I can  only  say  I appreciate  the  honor  and  hope  to 
merit  the  same  by  giving  them  an  honest  and  economical 
administration. 

However  we  may  differ  in  municipal  matters,  we  are  all 
interested  in  the  growth  and  success  of  our  city. 
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Newburyport  is  but  a large  municipal  corporation  and 
we,  the  members  of  the  city  council,  are  but  the  directors 
chosen  by  the  citizens  who  are  the  stockholders,  and  to 
whom  we  are  responsible,  and  they  furnish  the  capital  in 
the  shape  of  taxes  for  us,  their  agents,  to  conduct  the  city 
business  under  well  defined  rules  of  business  men. 

Before  beginning  in  any  business,  public  or  private,  it  is 
well  to  take  an  account  of  stock  and  discover,  as  near  as 
we  can,  the  existing  condition  of  matters. 

I therefore  first  present  for  your  consideration  and  the 
citizens  of  Newburyport  the  present  financial  condition  of

LIMIT  OF  TAXATION 

The  amount  which  can  be  raised  by  taxation  during  the 
current  year  for  municipal  expenditures,  $12  per  thousand 
on  net  valuation  1904,  the  valuation  being  $10,810,780  is 
$128,729.00.  This  is  exclusive  of  amount  allowed  for 
state  and  county  taxes,  interest,  on  city  debt  and  sink- 
ing fund  requirements. 


SCHOOLS 

This  is  a very  important  department  of  our  city.  The 
schools,  at  the  present  time,  as  a whole,  are  in  good  con- 
dition, having  faithful  and  efficient  teachers.  We  must 
keep  our  schools  up  to  the  highest  standard.  Our  chil- 
dren should  have  comfortable  school  houses,  competent 
teachers  and  necessary  essentials  of  school  life,  but  beyond 
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that  are  there  not  expenses  which,  by  judicious  manage- 
ment, may  be  eliminated? 

I realize  that  this  is  a department  over  which  the  city- 
council  has  very  little  control,  and  I would  respectfully 
suggest  to  our  school  board  that  they  carefully  investigate 
the  matter  of  expenses  and  see  if  it  is  not  possible  for  the 
ensuing  year  to  keep  their  expenditures  down  to  the  low- 
est possible  limit. 

There  are  in  charge  of  this  committee  about  2rooo  chil- 
dren, with  56  teachers,  housed  in  12  school  buildings.

POOR  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  managed  and  controlled  by  a board 
of  overseers  elected  by  the  people.  This  board  has  full 
power  to  expend  the  appropriation  to  be  provided  by  the 


city  council.

I know  the  overseers  believe  in  being  kind  and  consid- 
erate to  our  worthy  poor,  and  think  our  citizens  can  rest 
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assured  that  this  department  is  managed  economically 
and  is  doing  all  that  can  consistently  be  done  for  our  un- 
fortunates. 

I take  the  liberty,  at  this  time,  to  pay  a tribute  of  re- 
spect and  appreciation  to  Mr.  Alexander  Dixon,  our  effi- 
cient city  missionary,  for  the  great  assistance  he  has  been 
to  this  department  in  his  work  among  the  poor  of  our 
city;  also  to  those  noble  and  generous  people  who  have 
assisted  him  in  his  life  work  among  the  worthy  poor. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


This  is  a department  that  we  look  to  for  a proper  en- 
forcement of  the  law.  The  department  consists  of  four- 
teen regular  and  three  reserve  officers,  which  at  the 
present  time  is  amply  sufficient  for  our  needs,  and  I 
sincerely  trust  that  we  shall  maintain  a high  degree  of 
efficiency  in  this  branch  of  our  public  service  the  coming 
year. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  this  department  is  a new 
and  convenient  station  which  it  seems  impossible  to  have 
at  present.

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LIQUOR  LICENSES 

For  the  next  four  months  the  executive  department 
finds  that  the  laws  prohibit  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor 
in  any  form,  in  this  city,  to  the  enforcement  of  which  law 
I shall  direct  my  earnest  efforts. 

The  people  by  a very  decisive  vote  have  decided  in 
favor  of  license  after  May  i,  next.  Those  laws  will  be 
enforced,  not  for  public  effect,  nor  on  account  of  those  who 
hold  extreme  views,  but  because  of  our  desire  to  enforce 
impartially,  all  laws. 

HIGHWAYS 

This  department  needs  annually  a very  large  sum  of 
money,  having  about  45  miles  of  streets,  and  they  require 
a large  outlay  to  keep  them  in  a safe  and  proper  condi- 
tion. 

I would  recommend  that  the  streets  be  kept  in  good  re- 
pair and  that  no  new  work  be  laid  out  until  we  can  ascer- 
v tain  the  cost  of  taking  care  of  our  ice  and  snow.

We  have  a department  equal  to  any  fire  department  of 
its  size  in  the  state.  In  my  opinion  no  further  outlay  of 
an  additional  permanent  nature  should  be  made  during

PRESERVATION  OF  SHADE  TREES 

Newburyport  streets  in  summer  are  a bower  of  beauty, 
adorned  by  beautiful  shade  trees  and  unless  immediate 
action  is  taken,  hundred  of  these  trees  will  be  destroyed 
by  the  brown  tail  moth.  As  it  will  be  a large  tax  on  our 
city  to  look  after  the  trees  on  the  Mall,  Brown  Square  and 
the  different  parks,  I request  the  co-operation  and  assist- 
ance of  the  citizens,  as  far  as  possible,  to  individually  care 
for  the  trees  on  their  sidewalks  and  in  their  gardens  and 
know  they  will  have  the  advice  and  co-operation  of  the 
City  Improvement  Society  in  their  good  work. 
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As  the  finances  of  the  city  do  not  allow  an  adequate 
sum  for  the  extermination  of  this  pest,  I suggest  that  the 
City  Improvement  Society,  acting  with  public  spirited  cit- 
izens, start  a private  subscription  to  aid  in  this  important 
matter,  as  I have  had  personal  assurance  from  many  citi- 
zens that  they  will  gladly  contribute  financially  to  the  fur- 
therance of  this  good  work. 

I would  recommend  that  a small  appropriation  be  made 
to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  a portion  of  the  Brom- 
field  fund  for  the  destruction  of  the  brown  tail  moth. 

INDUSTRIAL  IMPROVEMENT,  ETC. 

The  life  of  any  city  depends  wholly  on  its  manufactur- 
ing industries.  There  are  invested  in  manufacturing 
industries  in  this  city  $1,200,000.  While  this  is  very  satis- 
factory, as  far  as  it  goes,  for  any  material  increase  in  our 
business  activity  and  consequently  in  our  general  prosper- 
ity, we  must  look  to  or  add  to  the  growth  of  these  manu- 
facturing establishments  already  in  our  midst,  or  to  some 
organized  effort  to  present  to  other  manufacturers  the  ad- 
vantages of  our  city  as  a manufacturing  centre. 

I am  fully  in  sympathy  with  the  aims  and  purposes  of 
those  gentlemen  who  endeavored  to  form  such  an  organi- 
zation some  two  years  ago  and  regret  that  our  citizens, 
who  would  be  greatly  benefitted  by  the  success  of  such  a 
movement,  did  not  lend  sufficient  support  to  crystalize  the 
movement  into  active  being. 

I sincerely  hope  this  most  important  feature  of  our  in- 
dustrial life  will  not  be  allowed  to  go  by  default  but  that 
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the  effort  will  be  renewed  this  year  and  I bespeak  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  this  city  government  and  all  our 
people  along  this  line. 

OVERDRAFTS  AND  CAUSE  OF  OVERDRAFTS 

The  present  method  of  buying  supplies  for  the  city  ap- 
pears to  be  defective,  which  is  clearly  shown  by  the  fact 
that  ever}7  department  to  which  I have  called  your  atten- 
tion, shows  an  overdraft. 

Judging  from  the  past  few  years  there  has  not  been,  in 
my  estimation,  sufficient  check  upon  the  contraction  of 
bills  against  the  city,  causing  large  overdrafts.  While  it 
is  true  that  bills  contracted  by  committees  may  not  be  ap- 
proved, or  the  mayor  may  refuse  to  approve  or  draw  a 
special  order  for  their  payment,  it  would  be  a question  for 
the  court  to  determine  whether  or  not  parties  selling  to 
the  city  could  not  recover  the  amount  of  their  bills  even 
after  the  refusal  referred  to.  You  will  agree  with  me  that 
no  private  corporation,  how7ever  limited  its  business, 
would  allow  bills  to  be  contracted  against  it  in  such  an  in- 
discriminate manner,  and  I feel  that  I am  not  asking  too 
much  of  you  to  consider  with  me  all  orders  of  the  city 
council  calling  for  the  expenditure  of  money  before  they 
are  passed  and  perhaps  save  me  exercising  my  preroga- 
tive or  vetoing  power. 

As  mayor  of  this  city  I feel  that  I must  insist  that  here- 
after all  bills  against  the  city  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
voucher  signed  by  the  members  of  the  city  council  order- 
ing the  same  and  a duplicate  of  such  voucher  be  placed  on 
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file  at  city  hall  by  the  member  issuing  the  same,  and  the 
said  bills  must  be  presented  for  payment  within  30  days 
from  date  of  contraction. 

This  method  will  create  a complete  file  at  city  hall  of 
all  goods  purchased  or  debts  contracted  and  make  it  pos- 
sible to  determine,  when  the  annual  statement  is  compiled, 
just  what  outstanding  indebtedness  exists. 

I feel  that  all  citizens  having  claims  against  the  city 
will  approve  of  this  course  and  assist  me  in  enforcing  this 
rule. 

I am  also  aware  that  the  city  ordinances  allow  each 
member  of  committees  power  to  contract  bills  to  a certain 
amount.  I don’t  wish  it  understood  that  I desire  to  de- 
prive any  member  of  any  committee  of  his  right  or  power, 
but  from  observation  I feel  that  the  city  council  should 
act  on  a greater  number  of  the  expenditures  of  various 
committees  than  has  been  the  custom  heretofore. 

OTHER  DEPARTMENTS 

I have  briefly  called  your  attention  to  the  work  of  the 
larger  departments.  In  many  of  the  smaller  the  work 
is  equally  as  important.  On  an  occasion  of  this  character 
it  would  be  impossible  to  call  your  attention  to  them  all. 

In  your  work  of  the  city  government,  whether  it  be  in 
the  city  council  or  in  the  different  committees,  let  the 
same  rule  of  careful  investigation,  considerate  action  and 
economical  expenditure  be  your  rule  of  conduct. 
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CONCLUSION 

I will  suggest  that  as  the  financial  question  will  be  the 
most  important  with  which  you  will  have  to  deal,  that  you 
exercise  the  greatest  care  in  passing  loan  orders  and  item- 
izing appropriations,  also  that  you  examine  all  bills  care- 
fully and  see  to  it  that  the  city  gets  the  full  value  for 
every  dollar  expended,  and  as  we  are  to  be  intimately 
associated  together  during  the  next  twelve  months  in  the 
management  of  our  municipal  corporation,  may  we  be  con- 
siderate, careful,  judicious,  true  to  ourselves  and  our 
constituents,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  may  receive 
the  approbation  of  our  friends  and  merit,  at  least,  the  re- 
spect of  our  opponents.

To  the  Committee  on  Finance : 

Gentlemen: — In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of 
the  city  ordinances,  I herewith  submit  the  fifty-fifth  an- 
nual report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  City  of 
Newburyport,  for  the  financial  year  ending  December  16, 
1905,  together  with  a statement  of  the  city  debt  and  debts 
due  the  city,  and  a schedule  of  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  city. 

I audited  the  books  of  the  city  treasurer  and  found  them 
correct  and  properly  vouched. 

I examined  all  securities  belonging  to  the  city,  in  pos- 
session of  the  city  treasurer,  including  the  sinking  fund 
investments  and  trust  funds  of  the  Newburyport  public 
library,  and  found  the  same  properly  accounted  for.  They 
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are  in  deposit  boxes  in  the  Newburyport  Five  Cents  Sav- 
ings Bank. 

I verified  the  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes,  includ- 
ing the  amount  committed  to  him  by  the  assessors,  the 
abatements  made  by  them  during  the  year,  and  the  amount 
collected. 

I audited  the  books  of  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of 
water  commissioners  for  the  year  ending  November  30, 
1905,  and  found  the  same  correct  and  properly  vouched. 

I examined  the  cash  account,  kept  by  the  city  clerk,  of 
all  moneys  received  by  him  as  fees  or  otherwise  (except 
dog  licenses),  during  the  year  ending  December  16,  1905, 
and  found  the  amount  to  be  $503.85.  Of  this  amount  the 
sum  of  $409.25  has  been  paid  the  city  treasurer  and  a re- 
ceipt taken  therefor. 

I examined  the  cash  account  kept  by  the  city  messenger 
as  agent  for  rental  of  city  hall,  of  all  moneys  received  by 
him  during  the  year  ending  December  16,  1905,  and  found 
the  amount  to  be  $960,  all  of  which  has  been  paid  the  city 
treasurer  and  a receipt  taken  therefor. 

I examined  the  cash  account  kept  by  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  December  16,  1905,  and  found  the 
amount  to  be  $115.99,  of  which  has  been  paid  the  city 
treasurer  and  a receipt  taken  therefor. 

I examined  the  books  of  the  clerk  of  the  overseers  of  the 
poor,  and  found  that  the  bills  as  approved  correspond  with 
the  payments  made  by  the  city  treasurer. 
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I examined  all  bills  passed  by  the  committee  on  ac- 
counts, as  presented  weekly  and  monthly,  and  found  the 
same  correctly  cast  and  accurately  placed  upon  the  books. 

The  books  of  the  city  treasurer  show  an  increase  of  the 
city  debt,  during  the  year  ending  December  16,  1905,  of 
$24,717.67.  The  overdraft  for  the  year  1905  is  $16,977.82.

Gentlemen  : — The  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  whom  is 
committed  a general  oversight  and  care  of  the  poor,  in  all 
of  its  departments,  would  respectfully  submit  their  twenty- 
seventh  annual  report. 

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

The  total  cost  of  the  poor  department  for  the  year  end- 
ing November  30,  1905,  has  been  $12,468.74.  This  in- 
cludes $335.66  paid  for  care  of  patients,  in  the  asylum  for 
epileptics,  who  are  not  regarded  as  insane,  and  one  in  the 
feeble-minded  school.  $2230.90  for  fuel,  $450  physician’s 
salary  and  $300  for  medicine.

The  city  farm  during  the  past  year  has  continued  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Nelson,  one  or  more 
of  the  overseers  visiting  every  week. 

An  average  of  30  persons  have  resided  in  the  home  during 
the  year,  at  an  average  cost  of  $2.68  each  per  week. 

January  1,  1906,  32  inmates  resided  in  the  home,  18 
males,  14  females,  the  average  age  of  the  males  being  66  - 
years,  and  that  of  the  females  72  years.  American  born

INSANE 

The  support  of  the  feeble  minded  and  epileptics  (who 
are  not  classed  as  insane)  remain  under  the  care  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor.  The  cost  to  the  city  for  these  de^ 
pendents  during  the  past  year  has  been  $335.66. 

OUTSIDE  RELIEF 

Outside  relief,  which  last  year  was  granted  to  340  per- 
sons,  this  year  has  been  granted  to  239  persons,  who  are 
classed  as  follows:  184  having  settlement  in  Newburyport, 
58  having  settlement  in  other  places,  and  27  having  no 
settlement  in  the  state,  making  a total  of  239  persons  who 
have  been  assisted  during  the  year. 
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CITY  PHYSICIAN’S  REPORT 


To  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor: 

Gentlemen  : — I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  city  physician  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1905: 

I have  made  during  the  year,  at  the  home  of  the  patient 
eleven  hundred  and  fifty-one  visits,  at  the  almshouse 
twenty-five  visits,  police  station  fourteen  visits,  and  have 
seen  at  my  office  four  hundred  and  sixty-eight  patients, 
making  a total  of  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight  patients 
seen.

The  products  of  the  city  farm  during  the  past  year  were 
40  tons  hay,  300  bushels  corn,  80  bushes  onions,  200 
bushels  potatoes,  25  bushels  carrots,  15  bushels  beets,  25 
barrels  apples,  25  tons  fodder,  1500  squash,  300  cabbages, 
with  green  corn,  string  beans  and  tomatoes  enough  to  sup- 
ply the  almshouse  with  all  that  was  needed. 

Nine  hundred  pounds  of  butter  have  been  made,  3000 
pounds  of  hogs  have  been  dressed,  with  350  pounds  of 
lard. 

All  the  labor  on  the  farm  has  been  performed  by  the  in- 
mates of  the  home,  under  the  direction  of  the  superinten- 
dent.

REPORT  OF  ATWOOD  AND  DEXTER 
FUNDS 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Neivburyport : 

Gentlemen  : — The  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  to 
whom  is  intrusted  the  income  accruing  from  those  funds, 
would  respectfully  report,  that  income  from  the  Dexter 
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fund  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1905,  amounting  to 
$90,  has  been  divided  among  three  overseers,  $30  to  each. 

The  income  from  the  Atwood  fund,  $307.50,  has  been 
divided  in  a similar  manner,  giving  $102.50  to  each  over- 
seer, and  has  been  distributed  according  to  the  will  of  the 
donors  in  the  following  manner: 

DEXTER  FUND 

In  wards  one  and  two  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  fund,  noth- 
ing remaining  over  from  last  year,  has  been  distributed 
among  12  persons,  in  sums  from  $1  to  $3  each,  leaving 
nothing  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  three  and  four  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  fund, 
nothing  remaining  over  from  last  year,  has  been  distrib- 
uted among  15  persons,  in  sums  from  $1  to  $3  each,  leav- 
ing nothing  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  five  and  six  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  fund,  noth- 
ing remaining  over  from  last  year,  has  been  distributed 
among  17  persons,  in  sums  from  $1  to  $3  each,  leaving 
nothing  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

ATWOOD  FUND 

In  wards  one  and  two  the  income  from  the  Atwood  fund, 
$102.50,  with  $70  remaining  on  hand  at  the  close  of  last 
year,  $172.50  has  been  distributed  among  40  persons,  to 
the  amount  of  $112.50  leaving  $60  of  this  fund  on  hand  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  three  and  four  the  income  from  the  Atwood  fund, 
$102.50,  with  $38.52  received  from  Mr.  W.  F.  Houston, 
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$141.02  has  been  distributed  among  15  persons,  to  the 
amount  of  $38.50,  leaving  $102.52  of  this  fund  on  hand  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  five  and  six  the  income  from  the  Atwood  fund, 
$102.50,  with  $115.05  remaining  on  hand  at  the  close  of 
last  year,  $217.55  has  been  distributed  among  40  families, 
to  the  amount  of  $108,  leaving  $100.55  of  this  fund  on  hand 
at  the  close  of  the  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OE  THE 

Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Newbury  port : 

Gentlemen  : — I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my 
report  of  the  Newburyport  fire  department  for  the  year 
1905,  together  with  such  suggestions  as  occur  to  me,  for 
the  improvement  of  the  department  and  with  due  regard  to 
the  safety  of  the  city. 


MANUAL  FORCE 

The  force  consists  of  a chief,  three  assistant  chiefs,  80 
call  men,  divided  into  three  engine  and  hose  companies  of 
15  men  each,  two  hose  companies  of  10  men  each,  one  lad- 
der company  of  15  men,  one  permanent  man  at  the  Central 
fire  station.  There  is  also  on  duty,  at  all  times,  the  driver 
and  horse  attached  to  Hose  1,  ready  to  respond  to  all 
calls  that  may  be  made. 
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APPARATUS 

The  apparatus  consists  of  three  second-class  Amoskeag 
engines,  one  in  reserve,  and  one  second-class  Nott  engine, 
purchased  in  1904,  five  hose  wagons,  one  exercise  wagon 
loaded  with  hose  and  equipped  with  pony  chemicals  and 
necessary  articles  for  fire  duty,  two  ladder  trucks,  one  in 
reserve,  one  supply  wagon,  three  pungs  and  one  set  of 
runners  for  the  ladder  truck  for  winter  service,  one  old 
four-wheeled  hose  carriage. 

The  Nott  engine  has  given  excellent  service  since  its  in- 
stallation and  is  a credit  to  those  who  were  instrumental 
in  its  purchase.  Its  quickness  of  steaming. and  large  water 
throwing  capacity  make  it  a valuable  addition  to  the  de- 
partment. One  of  the  Amoskeag  engines  (Engine  1)  has 
the  addition  of  a La-France  boiler  on  account  of  its  slow 
steaming.  I am  prompted  to  suggest  some  action  by  the 
proper  committee  to  remedy  the  matter.  Several  ideas  for 
its  improvement  have  been  advanced,  one  of  which,  the 
enlargement  of  the  smoke  stack,  seems  the  most  feasible 
with  an  arrangement  for  reducing  the  size  of  the  stack 
when  sufficient  steam  has  been  made.  This,  I am  in- 
formed, can  be  done  at  a small  outlay,  and  was  authorized 
by  the  committee  of  this  year.  Owing  to  the  fact  that 
more  information  was  desired  by  me  in  regard  to  its  ac- 
complishing the  desired  object,  the  matter  has  been  de- 
layed. 

The  rest  of  the  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  with  the 
exception  of  the  ladder  truck,  which  will  need  some  new 
ladders,  and  should  be  thoroughly  overhauled  and 
painted. 
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HOUSES 

The  houses  are  in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of 
(the  old  story)  Hose  7.  This  company  have  occupied 
their  present  cramped  quarters  for  a number  of  years 
without  complaint  or  fault  finding  to  any  marked  degree. 
In  1903,  a sinking  fund  was  established  of  $1000  per  year 
to  provide  them  better  quarters.  This  now  amounts  to 
$2,000,  enough  surely  to  make  some  move  to  better  their 
situation. 

HORSES 

The  horses  connected  with  the  fire  department  are  con- 
trolled by  the  highway  department,  and  while  we  have 
one  team  in  use  at  all  times,  the  others  are  at  work  on  the 
highways.  If  these  could  be  kept  within  certain  limits  of 
their  own  stations,  it  would.be  of  great  benefit  to  the  fire 
department,  and  might  be  the  means  of  saving  consider- 
able damage.  Under  the  present  condition  of  affairs  it  is  a 
hard  problem  for  any  one  to  solve,  as  to  what  would 
be  the  better  method  to  give  both  departments  the  best 
service. 


HOSE 

There  is  now  in  service  10,150  feet  of  hose,  2500  feet  of 
which  is  only  fit  for  hydrant  service,  and  is  very  liable  to 
give  when  backed  up  by  a steamer.  This  amount  is  less 
than  has  been  carried  for  a number  of  years.  The  amount 
of  hose  for  this  department,  should  not  be  less  than 
12,000  feet. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  has  been  supplemented  by  the  laying 
of  a 14-inch  pipe  from  High  down  Jefferson  and  Merrimac 
to  Kent  streets,  and  the  addition  of  numerous  hydrants. 
There  are  now  214  hydrants  for  fire  service.  This  together, 
with  needed  repairs  to  the  Frog  pond  system,  has  made 
the  water  service  for  fire  protection  better  than  ever. 

FIRE  ALARM 

The  fire  alarm  continues  to  give  good  results  under  the 
efficient  management  of  Supt.  Orrin  J.  Welch.  During 
the  year  a few  false  blows  have  been  heard,  occasioned  by 
the  breaking  of  poles,  wires,  or  interference  by  outside 
linemen.  One  box,  54,  which  registered  wrong,  was  the 
fault  of  the  party  who  gave  the  alarm,  and  should  not  be 
laid  to  the  system,  as  the  Gamewell  fire  alarm  is  as  near 
perfect  as  anything  can  be,  but  needs  care  and  attention 
to  get  the  best  results.  No  one  can  foresee  the  breaking 
of  poles,  wires,  etc,,  and  such  happenings  should  not  be 
charged  to  the  system  or  its  superintendent. 

CHEMICAL  ENGINE 

Fast  year  a committee  was  appointed  to  look  up  the 
matter  of  a chemical-combination  wagon.  A report  was 
made  and  laid  over  for  action  by  the  city  government  of 
1906.  I would  say  that  the  experience  of  other  places 
having  them,  is  that  there  is  a great  saving  in  water 
damage,  and  a very  large  percentage  of  fires  are  handled 
by  them  successfully.

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES 

No  unusual  epidemic  has  visited  the  city  during  the 
year.  We  have  had  a certain  amount  of  contagious  dis- 
eases which  is  always  expected,  but  the  mortality  of  these 
cases  has  been  within  normal  limits  as  the  table  on  vital 
statistics  will  show. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABRATORY 

The  wisdom  of  the  establishment  of  a bacteriological 
labratory  has  been  apparent  from  the  start.  It  has  made 
it  possible  to  make  a quick  and  positive  diagnosis  of  all 
cases  of  diphtheria,  especially  those  doubtful  cases  that 
must  necessarily  appear  from  time  to  time.  It  has  also 
enabled  the  board  to  reduce  the  length  of  quarantine, 
thereby  saving  to  the  city  so  much  in  the  household  ex- 
penses of  those  so  quarantined,  and  has  proved  itself  very 
satisfactory  to  the  board,  and  also  to  the  medical  profes- 
sion. The  details  of  the  work  will  appear  in  the  report  of 
the  bacteriologist. 

SEWER  CONNECTIONS 

After  mature  consideration,  the  board  issued  orders  for 
a general  sewer  connection.  This  has  been  pushed  as 
rapidly  as  the  amount  of  work  necessary  for  the  execution 
of  the  order  would  permit.  This  is  in  our  opinion  an  im- 
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portant  sanitary  measure  which  will  do  away  with  the 
collection  of  night  soil,  and  carting  the  same  through  the 
streets  which  is  necessarily  filthy  and  unsanitary.  The 
only  disposition  of  this  filth  at  hand  is  its  use  as  a fertili- 
zer which  is  considered  by  the  best  authorities  unsafe. 

SEWERS 

That  part  of  the  city  below  Marlboro  street  which  is 
without  the  sewer  system  should  receive  the  early  consid- 
eration of  the  city  council,  as  the  present  disposal  of  the 
sewage  is  unsanitary  and  a menace  to  the  public  health. 

GARBAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  question  of  the  disposal  of  the  city  garbage  was 
discussed  early  in  the  year.  As  the  method  adopted  some 
years  ago  was  becoming  very  unsatisfactory,  it  was  de- 
cided by  the  board  after  much  discussion,  at  different 
meetings,  to  advertise  for  bids  for  its  removal  without  the 
city  limits.  E.  M.  Hobson  of  West  Newbury,  was 
awarded  a five-year  contract.  He  commenced  his  duties  in 
June,  and  although  this  has  not  been  accomplished  with- 
out some  dissatisfaction  and  friction,  it  has  as  a whole 
worked  well,  and  is  a great  improvement  over  past 
methods. 

CITY  WATER 

After  numerous  complaints  of  the  disagreeable  taste  and 
odor  of  the  city  water,  the  board  through  the  state  board 
of  health,  made  a full  investigation  of  the  water  supply. 
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The  result  of  that  investigation  is  now  general  knowIedger 
and  the  board  feels  sure  the  water  commissioners  in  con- 
junction with  the  city  council,  will  take  the  necessary 
steps  the  situation  demands. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BACTERIOLOGIST 

Following  is  the  report  of  Dr.  R.  D.  Hamilton; 

To  the  Newburyport  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen  : — I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  my  work  as  bacteriologist  of  your  board  from 
March  ist  to  December  25th,  inclusive.  During  the  time, 
159  throat  cultures  have  been  sent  in  by  the  local  physi- 
cians for  examination  for  the  presence  of  diphtheria 
bacilli.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  result  of  the 
examination  has  been  telephoned  to  the  physician  in 
charge  on  the  morning  of  the  day  following  the  receipt  of 
culture,  but  in  several  instances  it  has  been  possible  to 
give  a report  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day.

The  excess  of  water  closets  over  sinks  is  due  to  the 
order  of  the  board  of  health,  abolishing  privies  on  the  line 
of  the  sewer.  I find  this  order  meets  with  the  hearty  ap- 
proval of  nearly  all  of  our  citizens.  The  number  of  bath 
rooms  (5)  is  very  small  for  a city  of  our  size  and  is  not  in 
keeping  with  the  number  of  closets.  This  is  due  partly 
to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  houses  are  very  old,  and  not 
suited  for  plumbing  of  any  kind,  making  even  the  placing 
of  a closet  a very  difficult  job.  The  taking  over  of  the 
sewer  connection  work  by  the  city  has  been  a great  help 
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both  to  plumber  and  house  owner,  the  benefits  of  which 
will  show  up  better  later  on.

To  the  City  Council; 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  ordinance  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  a report  of  the  business  of  this 
office  during  the  past  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  my  term  of  office  there  were  pending 
the  following  actions  in  which  the  city  was  a party: 

1.  The  case  of  Dame  vs.  the  City  of  Newburyport.  This 
case  has  been  referred  to  an  auditor,  and  one  hearing  was 
held  in  1903.  Since  then  there  has  been  no  movement  by 
the  plaintiff. 

2.  Little  vs.  City  of  Newburyport,  an  appeal  from  tjie 
assessors  valuation  of  plaintiff’s  real  estate.  No  action 
on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  has  been  taken  in  this  case. 

3.  Healy  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  This  is  an  action 
of  tort,  damages  claimed  to  an  ancient  building  by  a 
change  of  grade  in  the  highway  ; the  case  was  tried  at  the 
superior  court  at  the  October  term,  in  this  city,  and  a ver- 
dict rendered  for  the  city.

4.  James  Leonard  et  als.  vs.  City  of  Newburyport,  an 
appeal  from  the  decree  of  the  board  of  aldermen  adjudg- 
ing a building  on  Prospect  street  to  be  a nuisance.  No 
progress  has  been  made  in  this  case,  as  the  petitioners 
were  not  ready  for  trial. 

5.  McGrath  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  This  was  an 
action  of  tort  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  re- 
ceived by  the  caving  in  of  a sidewalk  on  State  street.  The 
case  was  tried  at  the  October  term  in  this  city,  and  a ver- 
dict rendered  by  the  jury  against  the  Newburyport  Gas  & 
Electric  Company,  the  court  directing  a verdict  in  favor  of 
the  city. 

6.  Henry  B.  Little  et  als,  trustee  of  the  E.  P.  Dodge 
Company,  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  This  is  an  appeal  to 
the  superior  court,  of  this  county,  for  an  abatement  of  as- 
sessed taxes.  Thus  far  the  matter  has  not  been  heard  by 
the  court. 

7.  Hudson  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  This  is  an  action 
of  tort  for  an  alleged  injury  received  on  one  of  the  high- 
ways of  the  city.  The  case  would  have  been  tried  at  the 
Oqtober  term  of  the  superior  court  in  this  city,  but  was  not 
reached. 

8.  Varina  et  als.  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  This  is  an 
action  brought  in  the  land  court,  so  called,  to  recover 
damages  alleged  to  have  been  received  by  the  taking  of 
land  in  connection  with  the  rebuilding  of  the  Newbury- 
port bridge.  No  hearing  has  been  had  thus  far  in  this 
case. 

9.  In  re  Federal  Clay  Manufacturing  Company.  This 
case  was  an  appeal  to  the  court  of  county  commis- 
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sioners  from  the  assessors’  valuation  of  the  petitioners 
property.  A hearing  was  held  before  the  court  of  county 
commissioners  at  Salem.  The  petitioner  was  represented 
by  counsel  from  Boston.  After  a full  hearing  the  petition 
was  dismissed. 

During  the  past  year  I have  been  called  upon  to  furnish 
many  opinions,  both  oral  and  written,  to  the  several  de- 
partments of  the  city.  I have  also  given  advice  to  nearly 
all  the  city  officials  and  have  appeared  before  the  commit- 
tee on  claims  and  all  other  committees  when  requested. 
In  addition  to  this  I have  attended  several  hearings  before 
committees  of  the  legislature,  and  the  court  of  county 
commissioners.  As  usual  I have  been  called  upon  to 
draft  numerous  contracts  and  legal  documents,  the  number 
of  which  is  increasing  annually. 

My  disbursements  during'  the  year  have  amounted  to 

$70.77.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

O F THE 

Superintendent  of  Sewers 


To  the  Johit  Standing  Committee  on  Sewers: 

Gentlemen  : — I herewith  submit  my  first  annual  re- 
port of  the  doings  of  this  department. 

By  ordinance,  on  February  6,  1905,  the  office  of  super- 
intendent of  sewers  was  abolished  and  the  sewer  depart- 
ment was  put  under  the  charge  of  the  superintendent  of 
highways, — more  properly  speaking,  on  the  above  date, 
the  superintendent  of  highways  became  ex-officio*  super- 
intendent of  sewers  also. 

As  later  on  in  the  year  other  changes  were  ordered 
which  seemed  to  confuse  in  the  minds  of  some,  the  ac- 
counting of  its  expenses,  I shall  make  this  report  in  two 
sections,  first  the  regular  sewer  maintenance  account 
which  is  for  the  regular  routine  work  of  caring  for  the 
system,  and  secondly  will  touch  on  the  sewer  construction 
account,  which  was  begun  to  be  used  when  the  city  un- 
dertook by  ordinance  of  June  5,  1905,  to  lay  all  sewer 
connections  under  the  streets  and  sidewalks.

To  this  account  should  properly  have  been  charged  the 
bill  of  Mr.  Curtis  of  $140,  for  making  and  recording 
sketches  of  connections  made  in  1902,  1903,  1904,  but  the 
bill  did  not  meet  with  your  approval  until  too  late  to  be 
charged  to  the  1905  account. 

During  this  portion  of  the  year  I granted  permits  to  the 
various  plumbers  and  drainlayers  and  personally  super- 
vised the  connections  to  six  stores  and  78  tenements. 

In  three  cases  where  severe  stoppages  were  caused  by 
roots,  the  drains  were  taken  up  and  relaid.  One  case 
caused  by  faulty  laying  was  also  relaid.  Two  cases  were 
found  where  the  pipe  that  goes  through  the  wall,  which  is 
required  to  be  “extra  heavy,”  was  light  pipe  and  the 
change  was  made. 

Any  public  change  will  cause  very  close  scrutiny  and 
severe  criticism  at  first  and  this  one  has  not  escaped,  even 
more  than  its  share.  But  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
much  fault  has  been  found  as  to  the  expense  of  some  con- 
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nections,  I feel  that  the  work  has  been  done  as  cheaply  as 
could  be  expected  under  the  circumstances,  and  that  expe- 
rience will  enable  this  department  to  improve  in  this  re- 
gard. Under  this  head  the  department  has  connected 
with  four  halls  and  163  dwellings  at  a total  expense  of 
$2840.50.  This  account  is  temporarily  charged  to  a sewer 
construction  fund,  and  as  it  is  collected  entirely  from  the 
parties  entering  the  sewer,  is  not  an  item  of  expense  to  the 
city. 

This  portion  of  the  work  of  the  superintendent  of  high- 
ways requires  constant  attention,  (it  is  one  man’s  work 
practically  all  day  long),  and  as  he  has  other  calls  on  his 
time,  he  has  found  it  absolutely  necessary  to  deputize 
another  in  his  place.  In  other  words  I have  found  that 
the  needs  of  the  department  have  made  it  necessary  for  me 
to  engage  an  expert  assistant  to  oversee  the  laying  and 
connecting  of  the  drains.  Mr.  C.  R.  Sargent  has  filled  the 
position  of  foreman  of  this  department  during  the  past 
season,  and  I wish  here  to  express  my  thanks  to  him  and 
my  satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  he  has  handled 
the  work. 

The  enforcing  of  the  order  of  the  board  of  health,  caus- 
ing owners  to  connect  their  buildings  with  the  public 
sewer  has  caused  very  unusual  activity  in  this  work  dur- 
ing the  past  season  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  com- 
parative figures  : Number  of  connections  for  the  previous 
five  years,  559,  average  per  year  112.  Connections  made 
in  1905,  251. 

While  all  of  the  entries  are  noted  in  the  “ Location 
Books,”  I have  not  caused  the  w.ork  to  be  done  in  the 
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large  Drain  Sketch  Books,  as  there  seemed  to  be  much 
question  in  your  committee  as  to  the  need  of  going  to  any 
such  expense,  and  under  the  circumstances  I would  not 
undertake  it  without  a special  vote  of  the  committee.  In 
my  opinion  however,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  and 
should  be  carefully  done  each  year.  I urge  your  earnest 
consideration  of  the  matter. 

The  only  addition  to  the  system  made  this  year  has 
been  a 6-inch  drain  put  in  on  Vernon  court.  This  was 
undertaken  so  late  in  the  season  as  to  prevent  relaying  the 
paved  gutter  there  until  spring.

Superintendent  of  Highways 


To  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Highways ; 

Gentlemen: — I have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  my 
fourth  annual  report  of  the  highway  and  other  depart- 
ments that  come  under  your  charge,  for  the  financial  year 
ending  December  16,  1905. 

I especially  desire,  once  more,  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  inadequate  sums  appropriated  for  the  several  depart- 
ments and  to  the  impossibility  of  avoiding  overdrafts  under 
the  present  system.  Your  superintendent  is  generally 
held  responsible  for  any  overdraft,  yet  he  is  powerless  to 
avoid  it  when  work  is  ordered  done  and  no  sums  of  money 
are  especially  appropriated  to  cover  the  expense  of  any 
particular  piece  of  work.  Take  for  example  the  depart- 
ment of  “ sidewalks  and  edgestones.”  The  appropriation 
made  was  $300,  while  the  original  cost  of  edgestone  only, 
ordered  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  was  $1445.56,  besides 
all  the  other  jobs  ordered  done. 
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So  in  each  department  it  may  be  interesting  to  follow  up 
closely  the  actual  situation  and  needs,  and  devise,  ■ if  possi- 
ble, means  to  prevent  this  everlasting  item  “overdraft.”’ 
Most  of  the  work  this  year  on  the  streets  and  sidewalks 
has  been  so  intimately  connected  that  it  is  difficult  to  make 
two  reports  for  one  job  and  to  keep  their  expenses  apart. 

HIGHWAYS 

It  has  been  impossible  this  year  to  do  any  real  syste- 
matic work  in  the  way  of  resurfacing  and  repairing  our 
streets,  and  little  work  of  this  nature  has  been  attempted 
other  than  patching  up  here  and  there  as  defects  were 
complained  of  or  dangerous  points  were  discovered. 

However,  the  road  bed  on  State  street,  between  Central 
place  and  Boylston  street  was  raised  to  meet  the  new 
grade  of  the  sidewalk  between  those  two  points. 

State  street  from  Pleasant  to  High  street,  was  cheaply 
resurfaced  with  crushed  stone,  as  was  a short  portion  of 
Water  street  near  Market  square,  and  a short  piece  on 
Kent  street  was  improved  with  material  from  the  gravel 
bank. 

Through  the  “bridge  and  culvert  department”  I have 
been  enabled  to  make  a great  general  improvement  in  the 
conditions  on  High  street  at  the  head  of  Kent  street  and  at 
the  Kelley  school. 

In  my  last  year’s  report,  I especially  recommended 
three  pieces  of  work  for  this  year,  and  I am  very  glad  that 
I was  allowed  to  perform  them.  I refer  to  the  following: 

Arlingtoii  Street . The  conditions  there  were  such  that  I 
was  able  to  do  a thorough  job  from  top  to  bottom,  as  I was 
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not  hampered  by  any  previously  carelessly  established 
■grades.  With  its  finished  brick  sidewalks,  slightly  undu- 
lating grades  and  well  built  gutters  and  macadam  road 
bed,  I consider  this  one  of  the  best  built  streets  in  the  city, 
and  I regret  extremely  that  on  account  of  serious  sickness 
at  the  hospital,  which  was  aggravated  by  the  noise  made 
by  the  road-roller,  we  were  unable  quite  to  finish  the 
macadamizing  at  the  upper  end.  As  that  work  is  being 
done  by  contract  by  the  job,  and  as  it  is  not  quite  com- 
pleted, the  bill  for  ithas  not  been  rendered.  As  on  Arling- 
ton street,  I caused  sewer  connections  to  be  put  into  every 
house  and  vacant  lot  previous  to  macadamizing,  and  as 
the  water  works  department  and  the  gas  company  co-oper- 
ated with  me  in  the  plan,  it  should  not  be  necessary  to  dig 
up  this  street  for  any  purpose  for  many  a year. 

Merrimac  Street  A very  big  start  on  the  improvement  of 
upper  Merrimac  street  has  been  made  by  the  work  done 
this  fall  at  the  foot  of  “Break  O’ Day  Hill.”  From  a little 
below  Forester  street,  to  Ashland  street,  a heavy 
macadam  has  been  put  on,  while  from  Ashland  street 
through  the  bog  to  the  rise  of  the  hill  (at  some  points  rais- 
ing the  grade  15  inches),  a heavy  telford  foundation  has 
been  laid  under  the  macadam  surface.  The  work  being 
done  by  the  water  works  of  putting  in  a new  iron  water 
main  through  this  stretch  of  Merrimac  street,  prevented 
our  starting  in  on  the  job  until  late  in  the  season  and  con- 
sequently the  sudden  arrival  of  cold  weather  prevented 
the  completion  of  this  work  which  would  have  required 
only  about  one  more  week  of  mild  weather.  Of  course  had 
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.1  anticipated  the  mild  winter  we  are  now  having,  it  might 
have  paid  to  have  kept  the  road-roller  in  commission  and 
to  have  completed  the  work.  Financially  this  job  suffers 
the  same  fate  as  the  Arlington  street  job. 

Curson's  Mill  Road.  The  work  undertaken  there  a few 
years  ago,  of  improving  a short  stretch  each  year  with  a 
coating  of  broken  stone,  has  been  taken  up  again  this  year 
and  about  550  lineal  feet  added  along  that  part  of  the  road 
which  leads  to  the  trotting  park. 

Systematic  work  has  been  carried  on  in  the  gravel  pit 

' 

during  the  whole  season  and  the  spring  will  find  the  de- 
partment well  supplied  with  the  materials  that  are  worked 
out  from  its  banks,  such  as  pavers  for  gutter  work,  coarse 
filling  for  country  roads,  an  extra  supply  of  sand  for  the 
sidewalks,  etc. 

The  work  of  the  department  will  be  materially  assisted 
if  the  contracts  for  crushed  stone  and  edgestone  are  made 
during  the  winter  so  as  to  enable  the  work  to  be  begun 
early  instead  of  late  in  the  season. 

The  country  roads  have  been  smoothed  up  some  this 
year  but  should  receive  more  of  the  general  appropriation. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Following  out  my  annual  custom,  I recommend  that 
this  year  the  following  work  be  undertaken: — 

Merrimac  Street.  This  piece  of  road  from  Broad  street  to 
Forester  street  is  in  very  bad  condition,  but  is  unusually 
well  provided  with  culverts  to  drain  off  the  surface  water. 

I strongly  advise  that  this  stretch  be  carefully  graded  so 
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as  to  properly  care  for  the  water  and  that  it  be  heavily 
macadamized. 

I caution  you  against  light  macadam  on  roads  that  have 
heavy  teaming.  The  original  cost,  of  course,  is  some 
smaller,  but  it  is  a very  expensive  method  in  the  long  run. 
Water  street  from  Federal  street  to  Market  square,  where 
mud  or  dust  are  constantly  creeping  up  or  “squeezing 
through  the  thin  macadam,  is  a good  illustration  of  this 
policy. 

Cursors  Mill  Road.  Another  five  or  six  hundred  feet 
should  be  added  this  year. 

High  Street.  That  High  street  is  in  sore  need  of  resur- 
facing at  various  points  above  Winter  street,  hardly  need 
be  said. 

SIDEWALKS  AND  EDGESTONES 

There  has  been  an  unusual  demand  for  work  from  this 
department,  and  considerable  has  been  accomplished.

No  concrete  work  of  any  consequence  has  been  done,  it 
being  almost  entirly  confined  to  repair  work. 

ASHES  AND  RUBBISH 

The  routine  work  of  this  department  has  gone  on  as 
usual.  A few  years  ago  the  city  was  able  to  sell  more  or 
less  of  the  material  collected  for  filling  purposes  and 
dumping  places  in  plenty  were  available.  Now,  however, 
the  situation  is  becoming  reversed  and  before  long  the  dis- 
posal of  our  rubbish  is  going  to  become  a question  that 
will  require  some  attention. 

ICE  AND  SNOW 

The  severity  of  the  winter  of  1904  and  1905  made  the 
appropriation  of  $2500  for  the  removal  of  ice  and  snow,  en- 
tirely inadequate  and  an  overdraft  of  $1022.27  resulted. 
While  I do  not  advocate  reducing  the  appropriation  for 
this  purpose,  it  is  at  least  encouraging  to  note  that  the 
present  outlook  for  a very  mild  winter  is  good,  in  which 
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case  the  savings  from  this  department  may  well  be  used  to 
help  out  the  general  work  on  the  highways.

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To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

The  directors  of  the  public  library  report  with  satisfac- 
tion the  continued  service  of  the  library  to  our  citizens 
during  the  past  year,  and  their  continued  appreciation  of 
its  advantages.  Numerous  new  books  have  been  added 
to  the  shelves,  representative  of  the  best  in  all  depart- 
ments of  literature,  and  many  new  names  have  been 
placed  upon  the  list  of  borrowers  who  will  make  use  of 
them. 

The  library,  we  believe,  has  never  been  in  a better  or 
more  flourishing  condition;  but  certain  deficiencies  are  the 
outcome  of  its  growth,  and  become  increasingly  obvious 
because  of  the  wider  demands  upon  a greater  institution. 
At  the  present  day,  not  only  the  general  reader  and  the 
devotee  of  literature,  but  men  and  women  in  their  ordinary 
professions  and  trades,  teachers  and  pupils  in  our  schools, 
and  special  students  in  art,  in  genealogy,  in  any  one  of 
many  branches,  turn  at  once  to  the  library  for  information 
and  suggestion,  as  to  their  natural  and  rightful  helper. 
To  these  varying,  insistent,  and  increasing  demands,  the 
Newburyport  Public  Library  responds  faithfully  and  with 
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success  to  the  limit  of  its  present  power.  What  it  is  now 
accomplishing,  as  well  as  its  most  immediate  needs  to  en- 
able it  to  accomplish  more,  will  be  found  in  the  accom- 
panying report  of  the  librarian.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Book  Committee , Newburyport  Public  Library  : 

At  the  close  of  the  last  library  year  there  were  reported 
as  on  the  shelves  40,647  volumes.  During  the  year  end- 
ing November  30,  1905,  1,199  new  books  were  added,  51 
were  canceled,  17  are  lost  or  missing  ; of  which  19  have 
been  restored,  making  a net  gain  of  1159,  or  a total  stock 
at  date  of  41,806. 

The  total  circulation  of  books  for  home  use,  taken  from 
the  library,  was  54,484,  a slight  gain  over  the  year  pre- 
ceding, and  in  keeping  with  the  steady  growth  of  years 
past. 

There  are  6,178  borrowers’  cards  in  use,  an  increase 
from  5,479  last  year,  of  which  5,080  are  regular,  cards,  708 
non-fiction  and  390  teachers’. 

There  have  been  sent  to  the  bindery  514  volumes  to  be 
bound,  of  which  334  were  old  books  beyond  repair  at  the 
library,  (where  many  hundreds  have  been  preserved  for 
longer  usage)  and  180  were  magazines  or  pamphlets 
which  have  been  added  as  new  books. 

The  library  was  open  for  the  delivery  of  books  306  days, 
the  average  daily  circulation  was  178  and  a fraction,  rang- 
ing from  427  the  highest  to  54  the  lowest. 
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There  have  been  received  from  fines  and  the  sale  of  old 
papers  $27.25,  with  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  close  of 
1904  of  $1 1.83,  a total  of  $39.08.  Expended  for  postage 
$14.94,  box  rents  $6.00,  freight  and  cartage  $7.19,  miscel- 
laneous $1.20,  leaving  a balance  in  hand  of  $9.75. 

Early  in  the  year,  Miss  Martha  P.  Lunt,  who  had  been 
superintendent  of  the  reading  room  for  33  years  resigned 
her  position:  Her  withdrawal  was  a cause  of  regret  to  her 
associates  and  the  public  as  well.  It  is  a pleasure  here  to 
testify  to  her  kindly  disposition,  and  her  unflagging  de- 
votion to  her  duties. 

This  report  is  the  50th  annual  which  has  been  made 
public.  The  first,  under  date  of  November  26,  1857, 
shows  that  the  total  number  of  books  then  was  7,386. 
They  were  gifts  largely,  or  purchases  from  the  sum  of 
$5,000  donated  by  the  late  Josiah  Little,  who  is  honored 
as  the  founder  of  the  library. 

The  third  annual  report  contains  mentions  of  the  first 
permanent  fund  for  the  library’s  growth,  that  from 
Matthias  Plant  Sawyer.  Since  that  time  the  vested  funds 
of  the  library  have  steadily  grown,  until  today  they 
amount  to  $97,500,  yielding  an  annual  income  of  nearly 
$4000. 

The  latest  contribution  was  made  under  the  will  of  the 
late  George  Haskell,  $1,000,  paid  over  to  the  city  a few 
weeks  since. 

The  original  library  was  opened  to  the  public  on  Sep- 
tember 5,  1855,  a trifle  over  half  a century  ago,  in  the  ward 
room,  so-called,  city  hall  building. 
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It  rapidly  outgrew  the  quarters  provided  for  it,  and 
only  six  years  after  opening,  efforts  were  inaugurated 
towards  securing  a more  commodious  home.  By  public 
spirited  citizens  and  natives  of  Newburyport  sums  of 
money  amounting  to  $21,568  were  pledged  for  the  purpose 
and  the  historic  “Tracy”  or  “Prince”  house  on  State 
street  was  purchased  and  fitted  for  a public  library.  The 
whole  expense  was  about  $i6,o’oo,  and  the  balance,  of 
$5000,  was  invested  as  a permanent  fund  for  keeping  the 
building  in  good  condition. 

The  building  was  made  ready  and  occupied  at  the  be- 
ginning of  1866.  Fifteen  years  later  the  demand  for  more 
room  became  imperative,  and  steps  were  taken  which  re- 
sulted in  the  building  of  the  Simpson  annex,  called  in 
honor  of  the  principal  donor  to  the  sum  raised  for  the 
work,  the  late  Michael  H.  Simpson. 

The  increased  room — the  library  as  at  present  arranged 
— was  made  available  in  the  spring  of  1882,  and  has  been 
occupied  for  little  less  than  a quarter  of  a century.  And 
now  today,  as  your  executive  officer,  I deem  it  incumbent 
on  myself  to  say  that  still  more  room  is  the  principal  need 
of  the  library,  and  the  demand  will  grow  more  and  more 
imperative  as  the  years  advance. 

It  will  be  but  a short  time  with  our  present  facilities  be- 
fore the  limit  for  shelving  new  books  is  reached.  But 
there  are  two  features  or  departments  in  the  modern 
library  in  which  we  are  sadly  deficient,  or  lack  altogether. 
I refer  to  a reference  departmert  per  se,  and  a children’s 
section.  To  this  I might  add  suitable  accommodations 
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for  storing  and  displaying  newspapers,' local  in  character, 
of  which  we  have  a large  and  valuable  colleclion,  con- 
stantly increasing. 

I need  not  dilate  on  the  ever  growing  interest  in  history 
as  it  relates  to  home  affairs,  nor  point  out  the  fact  that  the 
local  newspaper  is  the  undigested  material,  the  very  foun- 
tain head,  from  which  accurate  information  is  drawn. 

As  to  a children’s  section,  the  importance  of  providing 
mental  food  for  the  future  citizen,  the  importance  of  a sys- 
tematic and  methodieal  manner  in  dealing  with  them 
apart  from  their  elders,  has  long  been  acknowledged  as 
truly  part  of  the  province  of  a public  library,  and  the 
value  and  success  of  this  work  has  passed  the'  experimen- 
tal stage. 

The  value  of  a reference  department,  easy  of  access,  free 
from  any  intervention  of  librarian  or  attendant  unless 
called  for,  as  simple  of  approach  as  one’s  own  book  shelf, 
appeals  to  anyone  who  is  ever  confronted  with  a question 
which  he  wishes  answered  speedily  and  with  an  entire  ab- 
sence of  formality. 

I might  add  the  demands  for  special  attention  of  our 
musical  library,  our  collection  of  art  works,  our  patents, 
literature,  all  individual  libraries  within  a library,  all 
calling  for  more  or  less  segregation  to  be  of  the  best  service 
and  all  growing,  growing  at  a ratio  which  can  be  appre- 
ciated only  by  constant  contact  with  them. 

All  these  problems  have  received  earnest  attention  and 
thought,  but  with  our  present  facilities  are  insoluble.  Any 
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plan  that  may  be  arranged  c&n  be  but  temporary,  a make- 
shift at  best. 

In  many  respects  the  modern  library  may  be  likened  in- 
tellectually of  course,  to  the  modern  department  store.  If 
one  is  searching  for  a collar  or  necktie  he  needn’t  waste 
time  in  the  grocery  or  footwear  departments,  and  when  a 
library  is  approaching  the  50,000  volumes  rank,  it  is  get- 
ting away  from  the  country  variety  store  class,  and  should 
be  managed  more  on  the  department  store  plan. 

I do  not  attempt  a solution  of  this  problem.  I can  only 
call  attention  to  it,  perhaps  indulge  in  a hope,  as  I recall 
the  many  library  buildings  in  New  England,  in  cities 
where  long  discouragement  and  seemingly  hopelessness 
finally  was  turned  into  joy  at  the  accomplished  fact,  where 
today  a modern  demand  has  at  last  been  fully  met  by  sat- 
isfactory conditions.  If  I may  with  modesty,  qualify  as  an 
expert,  after  17  years  experience  in  this  work,  it  is  my 
convictions  that  the  difficulties  can  be  met  and  overcome 
only  when  we  are  provided  with  a new  building  from  the 
ground  up.

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APPENDIX  C— PEABODY  FUND 


Additions  of  new  books  to  the  library  from  the  Peabody 
fund  income  have  been  somewhat  less  during  the  current 
year  than  usual.  It  will  be  remembered,  however,  that  at 
the  last  annual  meeting  the  sum  of  $175  was  appropriated 
towards  defraying  the  cost  of  installing  an  electric  light 
system  in  the  building.  That  amount  was  expended  for 
this  purpose.  Among  the  books  added  is  the  recently 
issued  complete  edition  of  the  writings  and  speeches  of 
Daniel  Webster,  itself  a somewhat  costly  work.  Never- 
theless 133  new  volumes  have  been  purchased,  making  a 
total  of  10,672  furnished  to  the  library  from  this  fund. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  the  balance  of  money 
on  hand  was  $305.78,  the  income  from  the  principal  on  de- 
posit at  the  Institution  for  Savings  has  been  $600,  mak- 
ing a total  of  $905.78.  From  this  have  been  expended 
$175  for  electric  lighting  and  $348.74  for  books,  a total  of 
$523.74,  which  being  deducted  from  the  income  given 
above,  leaves  a balance  of  $382.04  to  be  carried  to  the  new 
year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


OE  THE 

Board  of  Water  Commissioners 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Newburyport; 

Gentlemen: — The  ioth  annual  report  of  the  board  of 
water  commissioners  for  the  year  ending  November  29, 
1905,  is  herewith  presented. 

The  continued  lack  of  rains  for  a number  of  years  has 
been  felt  more  at  the  pumping  station  this  year  than  ever. 
We  continued  driving  small  wells  during  the  winter,  and 
obtained  some  good  results,  but  having  covered  most  of 
the  available  ground  in  this  way,  it  was  decided  to  discon- 
tinue this  work  and  employ  an  experienced  well  driver 
to  sink  some  large  wells  into  the  ledge.  Contracts  were 
made  with  B.  F.  Smith  & Bro.,  of  Boston,  and  work  com* 
menced  the  first  of  July. 

Six  wells  were  driven,  varying  in  depth  from  87  to  190 
feet,  and  from  three  of  these  a large  amount  of  water  was 
obtained. 

The  water  became  so  low  in  the  basin  the  middle  of  July 
that  these  wells  were  hastily  connected  up  and  pumped 
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with  an  air  compressor  borrowed  from  Amesbury,  and 
with  the  supply  thus  obtained  we  were  able  to  get  through 
the  season.  A new  compressor  has  been  ordered  and  will 
be  installed  in  the  station  early  in  the  year. 

While  these  wells  have  proved  a great  help  in  tiding  us 
through  this  year,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  board  that  steps 
should  be  taken  immediately  looking  toward  an  additional 
supply,  and  your  attention  is  again  called  to  our  letter  of 
December  4th. 

From  additional  surveys  made  by  our  engineer,  Mr.  F. 

» 

C.  Coffin,  it  has  been  found  that  the  water  from  the  Arti- 
choke river  will  flow  around  the  river  bank,  to  our  station, 
by  gravity. 

Copies  of  his  original  report  and  an  additional  one  on 
this  source  of  supply  are  included  in  this  report. 

Following  out  our  policy  of  last  year  we  have  continued 
to  improve  the  system  by  laying  a 14-inch  pipe  from 
the  standpipe  through  Jefferson  and  down  Merrimac  street 
to  Kent  where  it  is  connected  with  the  eight-inch  pipe 
running  to  Market  square.  All  the  hydrants  on  these 
streets  have  been  connected  with  this  pipe  and  while  no 
tests  have  been  made  we  know  that  in  case  of  fire  a much 
larger  quantity  of  water  will  be  available  for  use  on  this 
line  and  all  streets  connected  with  it,  as  well  as  in  the 
centre  of  the  city. 

This  work  was  done  by  contract  with  Cashinan  Bros.  Co. 
and  has  been  completed  in  a very  satisfactory  manner. 

During  the  season  a number  of  gates  (11)  have  been 
found  that  were  broken  and  closed,  these  have  all  been 
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repaired  and  opened  which  adds  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  system.  It  will  be  our  policy  to  have  all  the  gates 
given  frequent  trials  in  the  future  to  make  sure  that  they 
are  in  good  working  order.  It  is  also  our  intention,  from 
time  to  time,  to  install  new  gates  in  the  larger  sections, 
cutting  these  section  into  smaller  ones,  so  as  to  do  away 
with  shutting  off  such  a large  area  and  depriving  so  many 
people  of  water  in  case  of  a shut  down  for  any  cause. 

You  having  given  the  Frog  pond  system  to  our  care,  we 
have  had  all  the  resevoirs  repaired  and  the  gates,  where 
needed,  put  in  good  order.  We  have  also  had  the  intake 
at  the  pond  examined  and  repaired.  This  system  is  in 
better  condition  now  than  ever  and  will  do  good  service  in 
case  of  fire. 

We  wrould  recommend  that  the  pipes  be  extended,  from 
time  to  time,  as  money  is  available,  that  it  may  be  made 
to  cover  a much  larger  territory. 

The  intense  cold  of  last  winter  caused  a large  number  of 
services  and  hydrants  to  freeze,  we  were  able  to  clear  most 
of  them,  but  some  we  were  obliged  to  leave  until  spring. 
During  the  summer  most  of  these  have  been  lowered.  The 
cost  of  keeping  these  services  and  hydrants  clear,  together 
with  the  renewals  of  the  same,  has  added  much  to  our 
maintenance  account. 

There  have  been  nine  leaks  in  service  pipes  and  io  in 
main  pipes  during  the  year.  Some  of  these  caused  con- 
siderable expense  besides  the  loss  of  a large  amount  of 
water.  Such  accidents  as  these  are  inevitable  and  are  liable 
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to  occur  any  time  until  the  old  cement  lined  pipes  are  re- 
placed with  iron  pipes. 

We  have  sold  a small  strip  of  land  at  the  pumping  sta- 
tion to  Mr.  Charles  W.  Moseley,  for  the  purpose  of 
straightening  the  boundary  lines;  by  agreement  with  Mr. 
Moseley  he  is  to  have  all  the  lines  between  our  lands  sur- 
veyed and  advertised  under  the  proper  act  in  order  that 
they  be  legally  fixed. 

New  boilers  have  been  purchased  for  the  pumping  sta- 
tion, the  Boiler  Insurance  Company  having  condemned 
the  ones  in  use  at  the  present  time.  The  following  is  the 
pumping  station  report  for  the  year:

REPORTS  OF  FREEMAN  C.  COFFIN  ON 
ARTICHOKE  RIVER  WATER  SUPPLY 


Boston,  March  io,  1903. 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners , Newburyport , Mass . : 

Gentlemen:  — I have  studied  the  question  of  increas- 
ing your  water  supply  by  the  construction  of  a dam  and 
basin  at  Jackson  spring. 

My  estimate  of  the  capacity  of  the  basin  and  the  cost  of 
the  dam  is  based  upon  a contour  map  furnished  by  you. 

I find  that  the  capacity  of  the  basin  and  cost  of  the  dam 
and  cleaning  basin,  with  the  high  water  line  at  various 
heights,  is  approximately  as  follows  :

In  the  above  storage  capacity  an  allowance  is  added  for 
the  storage  of  water  in  the  gravel  sides  which  will  flow 
into  the  basin  as  the  water  surface  is  lowered, 
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The  above  estimates  of  cost  are  based  upon  an  earth 
embankment  dam  with  a masonry  core  wall,  a safe,  sub- 
stantial and  durable  structure,  with  paved  slope  on  the 
upstream  side  and  grassed  top  and  down  stream  slope, 
except  on  that  portion  which  is  flooded  by  the  Merrimac 
river,  which  will  be  protected  by  heavy  rip-rap  or  paving. 
It  is  hardly  practicable  to  build  a masonry  dam,  as  test 
borings  show  that  it  is  38  feet  from  the  surface  of  the 
ground  to  the  rock  at  one  point  under  the  site  of  the  dam. 

The  greater  part  of  the  flow  from  the  area  which  will 
drain  into  this  basin  is  now  taken  through  a pipe  by 
gravity  to  the  pond  at  the  pumping  station. 

If  this  flow  is  not  required  during  the  wet  months  of  the 
year  and  can  be  stored  in  the  proposed  basin  for  six 
months,  I believe  that  the  basin  can  be  filled  each  year  to 
any  of  the  elevations  given  in  the  foregoing  table,  except 
perhaps  to  contour  56.  It  may  be  impossible  to  fill  the 
basin  to  that  height  in  a very  dry  year  from  the  water  shed 
alone. 

Assuming  that  the  basin  is  filled  each  year,  the  availa- 
ble storage  will,  after  deducting  evaporation  from  the 
water  surface,  add  to  the  present  supply  as  follows  for  a 
period  of  four  dry  months:

There  is,  however,  serious  likelihood  that  the  flow  from 
this  source  may  in  dry  years  be  required  for  the  daily  sup-

ply,  even  through  the  wet  months,  and  cannot  be  spared 
for  filling  the  storage  basin  (especially  if  the  consumption 
increases).  At  the  same  time  there  would  be  no  surplus 
in  the  pumping  station  pond  that  could  be  pumped  into 
the  storage  basin  as  has  been  proposed.  Then  the  only 
resource  for  filling  the  basin  would  be  the  flow  from  an 
area  of  perhaps  40  acres  in  extent  which  might  be  turned 
into  the  basin  bjr  trenching.  This  would  only  be  availa- 
ble in  the  winter  months,  as  there  is  no  surface  flow  from 
this  area,  even  during  heavy  rains,  except  when  the 
ground  is  frozen.  The  ground  is  so  porous  that  at  other 
times  all  of  the  water  sinks  into  it.  Even  this  might  fail 
in  a dry  year. 

Taking  these  matters  into  consideration,  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  construction  of  a dam  and  basin  might 
fail  to  add  anything  to  the  present  supply  in  a very  dry 
year.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  a source  that  will  not  pro- 
vide for  the  driest  year  is  practically  a failure. 

I am  not  able,  therefore,  to  recommend  the  construction 
of  this  dam  and  basin  unless  some  means  of  filling  it  can 
be  found  other  than  those  already  mentioned. 

In  seeking  some  source  from  which  this  basin  can  be 
supplied,  I find  that  the  Artichoke  river  is  the  nearest 
and  most  available  source  that  can  be  depended  upon  for 
a sufficient  supply  at  all  times. 

The  water  of  this  stream  can  be  taken  at  a point  within 
a quarter  of  a mile  of  the  Merrimac  river  on  the  easterly 
side  of  the  Curson  mills  road,  where  there  is  a water  shed 
of  approximately  six  square  miles.  This  would  supply 
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about  400,000  gallons  per  day  in  the  driest  times  without 
storage.  There  is,  however,  a storage  of  about  21  million 
gallons  which  (if  the  town  can  secure  the  right  to  utilize) 
will  give  this  source  a daily  dry  weather  capacity  of  about 
750,000  gallons  per  day.  The  storage  capacity  can  be  in- 
creased at  comparatively  slight  expense  to  an  amount 
that  will  give  this  source  a capacity  of  over  -1 ,000,000  per 
day.  There  is,  however,  no  apparent  present  prospect  of 
requiring  an  additional  supply  exceeding  400,600  gallons 
per  day. 

The  water  of  the  Artichoke  river,  however,  is  not  en- 
tirely suitable  to  use  as  a drinking  water  in  its  present 
condition.  It  has  considerable  vegetable  matter  in  solu- 
tion and  suspension,  giving  it  a dark  color  and  unattrac- 
tive appearance.  I am  of  the  opinion  that  this  water  is 
practically  free  from  sewage  pollution,  and  in  its  present 
condition  its  use  would  not  endanger  health.  It  only 
requires  some  treatment  to  remove  the  color  and  make  it 
attractive  in  appearance. 

The  Jackman  spring  water  shed  and  basin  offers  the 
ideal  condition  for  the  treatment  of  a water  of  this  descrip- 
tion. Substantially  the  entire  area  of  the  water  shed  is 
composed  of  sand  and  gravel  well  adapted  to  the  type  of 
filtration  required  by  this  water. 

The  topography  of  the  land  is  such  that  by  pumping 
the  water  to  the  outer  edge  of  the  water  shed  it  can  be  led 
by  gravity  to  any  part  of  the  area,  and  discharged  upon 
filter  beds  or  trenches.  These  beds  or  trenches  can  be  in- 
expensively prepared  by  removing  the  loam  and  grading. 
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No  underdrains  will  be  required  to  collect  the  filtered 
water.  Test  borings  show  that  a properly  constructed 
reservoir  in  the  natural  basin  at  the  foot  or  outlet  of  the 
water  shed  will  intercept  and  collect  any  water  flowing  in 
the  ground. 

The  slight  expense  required  to  prepare  the  filter  beds 
renders  it  an  easy  matter  to  provide  an  area  which  shall 
treat  the  water  at  a slow  rate,  which,  with  intermittent  ap- 
plication and  the  aeration  of  the  sand,  wThich  such  form  of 
application  provides,  ensures  the  most  effective  treatment 
of  the  water  to  remove  the  color  and  make  it  clear  and 
attractive  in  appearance. 

I,  therefore,  propose  as  an  additional  supply  for  New- 
buryport,  with  an  immediate  capacity  of  one  half  million 
gallons  per  day  (in  addition  to  that  of  the  present  source) 
and  at  a moderate  additional  expense,  if  it  should  be  re- 
quired in  the  future,  an  increase  to  over  one  million  gal- 
lons per  day,  the  taking  of  the  water  of  the  Artichoke 
river,  pumping  it  to  the  Jackman  spring  water  shed,  treat- 
ing it  there  by  intermittent  sand  filtration,  collecting  and 
storing  it  in  a reservoir  at  the  foot  of  the  water  shed,  and 
leading  it  from  the  reservoir  through  a cast  iron  main  to 
the  present  pumps. 

The  different  parts  of  the  plant  required  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  proposed  plan  may  be  briefly  described  as  fol- 
lows:— 

PUMPING  STATION 

The  building  will  be  a small,  substantial  brick  building 
designed  for  a duplicate  set  of  pumping  machinery. 
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The  station  will  be  located  on  the  shore  of  the  Artichoke 
I.  river  at  any  convenient  point  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Curson 

N mills  road.  The  water  will  be  taken  from  the  river 
through  a cast  iron  conduit  into  a screen  and  pump  well. 

The  pumping  machinery  will  consist  of  a 500,000 
gallon,  vertical,  triplex  power  pump,  driven  by  a 
kerosene  oil  or  gasolene  engine.  Space  will  be  provided 
for  a second  plant  of  this  or  a larger  capacity  to  be  in- 
stalled. 

This  type  of  pumping  plant  is  chosen  rather  than  steam 
because  its  first  cost  is  much  less,  and  for  the  amount  of 
work  required  the  annual  cost  of  its  maintenance  will  also 
be  less.  It  requires  but  little  attendance.  A similar 
plant  in  use  on  the  Cohasset  Water  Works,  which  has 
been  running  four  or  six  years,  is  started  each  morning* 
not  necessarily  by  an  engineer,  the  building  locked,  and  at 
night,  some  one,  often  a boy,  shuts  it  down.  The  plant 
can  be  arranged,  by  running  an  electric  wire,  to  be  shut 
down  at  any  distance  by  simply  pressing  a button, 

If  the  plant  is  run  continuously,  one  or  two  visits  each 
24  hours  for  oiling  and  inspection  are  sufficient. 

The  plant  is  especially  adapted  for  conditions  where  it 
is  to  be  run  only  a portion  of  the  year,  as  will  probably  be 
the  case  with  this  for  some  years  at  least. 

PUMPING  MAIN 

It  is  proposed  to  lay  a 10-inch  cast  iron  main  from  the 
pumping  station  to  a point  within  about  1500  feet  of  the 
filter  beds.  From  this  point  it  will  flow  by  gravity  in  a 
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12-inch  vitrified  pipe.  The  total  length  of  the  main  from 
the  pumping  station  to  the  filter  beds  is  about  8300  feet. 

FILTER  BEDS 

It  is  proposed  to  prepare  a sufficient  area  of  filter  beds 
to  treat  about  500,000  gallons  per  day.  Plans  have  not 
been  prepared  for  this  work,  which  consists  mainly  in  re- 
moving loam  and  grading  surfaces  for  beds  and  trepches. 

RESERVOIR 

It  is  proposed  to  build  a reservoir  in  the  natural  basin 
below  Jackman  spring  with  a capacity  of  about  2,500,000 
gallons. 

This,  reservoir  will  be  covered  by  a masonry  roof  or 
vaulting  of  concrete  arches  supported  by  concrete  piers. 

It  is  proposed  to  cover  the  reservoir  to  prevent  the 
growth  of  vegetable  micro-organisms  which  almost  inva- 
riably take  place  in  ground  water  when  the  latter  is  stored 
in  the  light.  The  death  and  decomposition  of  these 
organisms  create  very  unpleasant  tastes  and  odors  in  the 
water,  which  must  be  avoided  at  any  cost. 

The  down  stream  wall  of  the  reservoir  will  extend  from 
the  face  of  the  ledge  on  one  side  to  the  face  of  the  ledge 
on  the  other,  and  under  it  will  be  driven  a continuous  line 
of  sheet  piling  to  the  rock  surface.  In  this  way  a com- 
plete cut-off  is  made  across  the  valley,  and  all  of  the  water 
falling  or  pumped  upon  the  surface  above  the  line  of  the 
cut-off  will  be  intercepted  and  collected  in  the  reservoir. 
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It  is  believed  that  of  all  of  the  water  pumped  upon  the 
filter  beds  there  will  be  none  lost,  except  by  evaporation 
upon  the  beds,  probably  not  more  than  two  or  three  per 
cent  of  the  whole  amount  pumped. 

The  reservoir  will  hold  about  enough  for  three  or  four 
days’  supply  at  present,  which  will  be  available  for  pump- 
ing in  case  of  fire,  or  if  for  any  reason  pumping  from  the 
wells  is  suspended. 

A recording  gage  in  the  present  pumping  station  will 
show  and  record  upon  a chart  the  height  of  water  in  the 
reservoir,  thus  indicating  to  the  engineer  when  the  pump- 
ing plant  at  Artichoke  river  should  be  started,  run  and 
stopped. 

SUPPbY  PIPE  FROM  RESERVOIR  TO  PUMPS 

It  is  proposed  to  lay  a 12-inch  cast  iron  pipe  from  the 
reservoir  around  the  cliff  to  the  pumping  station  and  con- 
nect it  with  the  pumps  in  such  a manner  that  the  latter 
can  draw  water  either  from  the  wells  or  the  reservoir  at 
will,  or  from  both  together  if  desired.  It  will,  however, 
be  seldom  that  this  will  be  desirable,  as  there  will  be  a 
head  on  the  pump  from  the  reservoir  of  10  or  15  feet,  while 
there  is  generally  a suction  lift  from  the  wells  of  more  than 
that.

Gentlemen:  — I have  investigated  the  matter  of  the 
development  of  the  Artichoke  river  supply  by  a gravity 
pipe  line  around  the  shores  of  the  Merrimac  river  to  bring 
the  water  from  the  Curson  mills  dam  to  the  present  pump- 
ing station  and  pump  it  there  on  the  proposed  filtration 
area,  instead  of  pumping  it  at  a new  pumping  station  at 
the  above  named  dam  through  a force  main,  as  described 
in  my  report  of  March  10th,  1903. 
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I find  that  the  distance,  or  length  of  the  gravity  pipe 
line  around  the  shores  of  the  Merrimac  river,  will  be  12,- 
800  feet,  and  that  an  18-inch  pipe  will  be  necessary  to  de- 
liver the  water  with  the  available  fall.  I believe  that  a 
vitrified  pipe  can  be  so  laid  that  it  will  be  entirely  satis- 
factory, except  perhaps  for  one  or  two  short  distances, 
where  it  may  prove  best  to  use  cast  iron  pipe.  There  is 
some  ledge  to  be  excavated,  amounting,  as  I estimate,  to 
about  1600  cubic  yards. 

It  is  assumed  that'the  water  can  be  pumped  to  the  filtra- 
tion area  by  the  present  pumps,  and  nothing  is  included 
in  the  estimate  for  pumping  machinery. 

I estimate  that  the  necessary  construction  for  developing 
a supply  from  the  Artichoke  river  in  this  way  will  cost 
complete  $60,500,  including  the  covered  reservoir,  or  $35,- 
000  without  the  reservoir,  as  given  in  estimate  No.  1 an- 
nexed hereto. 

The  cost  of  the  same  development  by  means  of  pumping 
at  the  Artichoke  river  is  $51,150,  including  the  reservoir, 
and  $25,657  without  the  reservoir,  as  given  in  my  estimate 
of  March  10th,  1903,  which  is  reproduced  as  estimate  No. 
2 and  annexed  hereto.  Neither  of  these  estimates  includes 
the  possible  cost  of  land  or  water  rights. 

Land  damages  will  probably  be  greater  in  the  gravity 
line  plan  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  pipe  runs  entirely 
across  private  land,  while  in  the  pumping  plan  it  is  almost 
altogether  in  the  streets.  There  is  a difference  in  first  cost 
in  favor  of  the  pumping  plan  of  about  $9,300.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  gravity  plan  avoids  the  maintenance  of  a 
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separate  pumping  station  and  will  allow  of  the  water  being 
pumped  with  a smaller  expenditure  for  fuel. 

I estimate  the  cost  of  running  under  the  two  plans, 
when  pumping  250,000  gallons  per  day  for  eight  months 
in  the  year,  as  follows,  omitting  some  items  that  are  prac- 
tically the  same  in  each  :

The  above  shows  a difference  in  annual  cost  of  $724  in 
favor  of  the  gravity  plan.  $724  will  pay  the  interest  and 
depreciation  charges,  calling  interest  4 per  cent  and  depre- 
ciation 1 per  cent  (which  will  be  sufficient  on  the  pipe  line) 
or  a total  of  5 per  cent,  on  $14,480.  As  the  excess  of  cost 
of  this  plan  is  but  $9,300,  it  is  $5,180  cheaper  when  com- 
pared upon  an  economic  basis  than  the  pumping  plan. 
Even  if  a new  pump  must  be  installed  in  the  present  sta- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  pumping  this  water,  it  can  be  done 
for  less  than  the  above  economic  difference  of  $5,180. 
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I,  therefore,  believe  that,  if  the  raising  of  $9,300  addi- 
tional for  the  first  cost  is  not  a serious  objection,  the  grav- 
ity plan  will  be  the  most  desirable. 

In  relation  to  the  question  of  building  the  covered  reser- 
voir I am  of  the  opinion  that  this  reservoir  will  be  an  es- 
sential part  of  the  works,  and  that  in  securing  legislation 
it  is  desirable  to  get  the  authority  to  raise  the  full  amount 
necessary  to  complete  the  plan  with  the  reservoir,  but  that 
it  will  be  good  policy  to  postpone  its  construction  at  pres- 
ent and  install  and  operate  the  rest  of  the  plant  for  a 
while  without  it.  It  may  turn  out  that  it  will  not  be  nec- 
essary in  order  to  collect  all  of  the  water  applied  to  the 
filtration  area,  and  that  storage  for  emergencies  can  be  ob- 
tained in  the  open  reservoir  at  the  present  pumping  station 
that  will  be  fairly  satisfactory.  In  any  case,  the  reservoir 
can  be  built  quite  or  nearly  as  cheaply  as  if  done  with  the 
other  work  whenever  it  becomes  desirable  to  do  so.

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


HON.  WM.  F.  HOUSTON 

Delivered  January  i,  1906 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

Today  we  begin  another  year  in  the  city’s  municipal 
life.  We  have  been  selected  to  direct  its  affairs  and  guard 
its  interests  for-  the  year  1906.  Let  us  see  to  it  that 
through  no  lack  of  earnest  endeavor  on  our  part  shall  its 
interests  suffer,  and  let  us  strive  to  ascertain  what  is  for 
1 the  good  of  the  greatest  number  of  citizens,  and  then  act 
without  faltering.  From  the  very  outset  I should  consider 
myself  ungrateful  if  I failed  to  express  my  deep  apprecia- 
tion of  the  confidence  again  confided  in  me  by  my  fellow 
citizens.  To  meet  that  confidence  has  been  the  control- 
ling motive  that  has  prompted  me  in  my  official  acts  in  the 
year  that  has  just  closed. 

We  have  been  chosen  from  among  our  fellow  citizens  to 
perform  the  duty  of  representing  them,  and  while  the

actual  work  of  the  city  is  done  under  the  direction  of  the 
heads  of  departments,  the  responsibility  for  this  manage- 
ment is  ours.  We  should,  therefore,  keep  in  close  touch 
with  the  departments,  and  by  our  example  inspire  those 
whom  we  direct  with  the  desire  to  act  promptly,  intelli- 
gently, and  judiciously  upon  every  proposition,  that  our 
combined  efforts  may  produce  the  best  results  for  all  our 
citizens. 

Let  me  impress  upon  your  minds  the  necessity  of  care- 
fully considering  at  all  times  the  finances  of  our  city,  and 
let  our  every  action  be  in  accordance  with  the  means  at 
hand  to  meet  it. 

The  best  way  for  each  member  of  the  city  government  to 
acquaint  himself  with  the  financial  condition  of  the  city  is 
by  studying  the  reports  of  the  city  treasurer  and  city  audi- 
tor, and  I would  urge  each  one  to  familiarize  himself  with 
their  contents.  A brief  statement  of  some  of  the  facts,  as 
furnished  by  the  city  treasurer,  is  herewith  submitted.

On  the  morning  after  Christmas  the  city  was  shocked  to 
learn  of  the  unfortunate  accident  to  Captain  Creeden  of 
the  police  force,  resulting  in  his  death  a few  hours  after- 
ward. 

Lincoln,  in  one  of  his  immortal  speeches,  said:  “No 
greater  glory  can  come  to  me  than  to  meet  my  end  with 
the  consciousness  of  duty  well  done.” 

No  greater  tribute  can  be  paid  the  memory  of  Captain 
Creeden.  He  did  his  duty  well  and  died  in  its  faithful 
performance 

I believe  Patrick  F.  Creeden  to  have  been  one  of  the 
most  faithful  and  efficient  men  who  ever  graced  the  police 
department.  His  bravery  no  man  questioned.  His 
modesty  was  apparent  to  all;  a gentleman  at  all  times, 
and  a man  whose  conscience  permitted  no  deviation  from 
the  path  of  duty. 
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As  a citizen  of  Newburyport  I mourn  with  you  all  for 
his  untimely  death.  As  the  city’s  executive  I feel  deeply 
the  loss  of  such  an  official.  The  life  and  example  of 
Patrick  F.  Creeden  will  long  remain  as  an  influence  for 
good  in  this  community  and  a conspicuous  example  for 
emulation  in  the  police  department. 

LICENSES 

The  verdict  of  the  voters  on  the  license  question  was 
that  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  should  be 
granted.  By  this  decision  it  remains  for  us  to  see  that  the 
spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  the  law  is  fully  maintained, 
to  the  end  that  legalized  dealers  may  have  the  protection 
which  is  their  due,  and  that  the  business  may  be  con- 
ducted in  the  least  objectionable  manner,  and  we  trust 
that  the  citizens  generally  will  give  encouragement  to  all 
attempts  to  maintain  good  order. 

PUBLIC  PROPERTY  DEPARTMENT 

The  work  of  the  committee  in  charge  of  this  department 
is  varied  in  its  character.  It  embraces  the  care  of  all  the 
city  buildings  and  repairs  on  the  same.  As  the  work  is 
scattered  over  the  entire  city,  the  results  are  not  so  notice- 
able to  a passerby,  but  from  a personal  inspection  of  the 
various  repairs  that  were  necessary,  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  were  made,  notwithstanding  the  necessarily 
limited  appropriation  of  this  department,  it  is  believed 
that  very  thorough  and  intelligent  service  has  been  ren- 
dered, and  that  the  city  has  received  ample  recompense 
for  every  dollar  expended.

It  is  under  wise  and  conservative  manage- 
ment, and  stands  among  institutions  of  its  kind  as  one  of 
the  best. 

Permit  me  at  this  time  to  call  your  attention  to  the  good 
work  being  done  at  the  South  End  reading  room,  which 
was  started  early  in  the  year  by  some  of  our  generous  and 
public  spirited  people,  making  it  a great  help  to  that  part 
of  our  city.

Of  the  above  expenditures,  $66,147.73  was  paid  as  New- 
buryport’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  Newburyport  bridge 
across  the  Merrimac  river.  Nearly  all  the  balance  was 
the  cost  of  maintaining  the  same.  I would  recommend 
that  we  petition  the  legislature,  asking  that  the  entire  cost 
of  maintaining  this  bridge  be  assumed  by  the  county,  thus 
relieving  us  from  this  heavy  burden. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  managed  by  a board  of  commis- 
sioners. The  water  of  any  city  is  of  vast  importance,  and 
great  care  should  be  exercised  to  maintain  the  purity  of 
the  water  and  a sufficient  supply.  The  experience  of  the 
past  two  summers  has  taught  us  that  the  supply  of  water 
must  be  increased,  and  stored,  either  in  a dam  constructed 
at  Jackman’s  ravine  to  hold  back  the  water,  or  a large 
covered  reservoir  or  basin.  A further  expense  will  be 
necessary  in  the  sinking  of  wells  and  new  street  mains, 
etc.,  but  in  order  to  do  this  permission  must  be  obtained 
from  the  legislature  to  increase  the  bonded  indebtedness 
of  the  city  for  use  of  the  water  commissioners.  We  all 
know  the  water  commissioners  are  well  qualified  to  handle 
this  question,  with  the  experience  they  have  had  in  the 
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past  coupled  with  their  good  judgment  and  business 
ability. 

GYPSY  MOTHS 

There  are  now  about  seven  thousand  trees  in  our  city, 
mostly  on  private  lands,  and  they  are  in  good  condition 
owing  to  the  persistent  warfare  waged  against  these  pests 
by  our  efficient  tree  warden  and  his  assistants.  We  have 
already  expended  $2,192.21,  and  are  required  by  Professor 
Kirkland,  the  superintendent  of  gypsy  moth  work,  to  ex- 
pend the  larger  sum  of  $5,000  during  the  coming  year. 
This  moth  problem  is  one  which  is  attracting  great  atten- 
tion in  the  city,  state,  and  nation.  Our  representatives  in 
the  legislature,  backed  by  the  city  government,  should 
urge  the  enactment  of  effective  and  just  measures  of  legis- 
lation. The  burden  ought  not  to  be  placed  on  municipal- 
ities or  land  owners.  To  suffer  the  ravages  of  these  pests 
is  burden  enough  without  having  added  thereto  any  un- 
just tax.  The  state  should  bear  its  full  share  of  the  ex- 
pense, thus  protecting  itself  and  the  non-infested  districts. 

INDUSTRIAL  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  prosperity  of  a community  can  only  be  judged  by 
its  activity  in  trade.  While  the  investments  in  manufac- 
turing industries  in  our  city  are  gaining,  and  the  mer- 
chants and  manufacturers  are  showing  greater  activity,  so 
should  we,  as  representatives  of  the  people,  strive  to  keep 
pace  with  this  advancement  and  provide  in  a judicious 
way  for  the  future.  I would  respectfully  urge  the  joint 
standing  committee  on  commercial  interests  to  further 
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consider  our  industries  and  trade,  so  that  we  can  all  have 
a feeling  of  pride  in  having  had  a share  in  some  measure 
in  the  improvement  of  our  city. 

OTHER  DEPARTMENTS 

These  departments  are  in  good  condition,  and  there  has 
been  an  earnest  effort  during  the  past  year  on  the  part  of 
the  officials  to  keep  their  expenses  within  the  appropria- 
tions. For  this  they  should  be  commended,  and  the  city 
council  should  do  all  in  its  power  to  assist  them. 

Nobody  is  more  conscious  than  I am  of  the  fact  that 
some  ears  grow  weary  of  the  constant  need  of  economy.  It 
would  be  a great  deal  easier  and  pleasanter  to  say:  “Let 
it  go;  what  do  I care?”  But  there  are  many  in  this  com- 
munity who  are  obliged  to  practice  saving  literally  every 
cent;  to  them  each  additional  dollar  of  taxation  is  a serious 
question.  They  cannot  turn  it  down  lightly,  as  perhaps 
each  of  us  can  do.  To  us  it  is  not  a difficult  matter  to  pay 
taxes.  But  consider  the  small  householder,  who  is  carry- 
ing, it  may  be,  a heavy  mortgage  on  that  home,  who  is 
trying  to  care  for  and  educate  a large  family,  who  works 
for  a day’s  pay  and  who  has  no  work  in  the  winter.  These 
are  the  men  whom  we  ought  to  keep  thoughtfully  in  mind. 
The  small  householder  has  always  been  regarded  by  stu- 
dents of  social  conditions  as  a most  desirable  factor  in  the 
community ; his  class  ought  to  be  increased.  He  must 
not  be  taxed  out  of  existence.  Let  us  not  use  our  efforts 
in  behalf  of  the  individual  or  individuals,  but  rather  on 
every  question  consider  the  whole  people.  If  we  do  this  I 
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am  sure  our  record  for  1906  will  be  one  that  we  can  look 
back  upon  with  satisfaction,  and  on  which  the  citizens  will 
pass  the  judgment,  “ Well  done.” 

CONCLUSION 

I commend  to  you  the  action  of  the  past  city  government 
for  their  faithful  efforts  in  the  line  of  economy  and  their 
earnest  desire  to  solve  the  various  financial  problems.  A 
still  more  difficult  task  awaits  you.  Permit  me  to  suggest 
that  you  may  be  sorely  tempted  to  break  away  from  your 
good  resolutions  by  some  apparent  inconsistencies  or  by 
losing  some  personal  advantage,  but  he  who  can  sink  his 
own  personal  ambition  for  the  good  of  all  is  the  true  friend 
of  the  people.  Such  sacrifices  are  seldom  made  in  vain. 

Finally,  let  us  so  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  city  that  we 
may,  at  the  close  of  our  term  of  office,  transfer  to  our  suc- 
cessors the  trust  confided  to  our  care,  conscious  of  a work 
well  and  faithfully  performed.

Mr.  William  P.  Lunt,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  condition  of  the  High  School : — 

The  general  conditions  for  satisfactory  school  work 
have  been  for  the  past  year  and  are  at  the  present  time 
very  favorable.  Fewer  changes  than  usual  in  the  teach- 
ing force  are  to  be  noted.  The  relations  between  teacher 
and  pupil  have  been  exceedingly  pleasant.  Our  building 
is  comfortable  and  convenient  for  our  needs.  The  teach- 
ers are  working  in  departments  for  which  they  have  es- 
pecially prepared  themselves  and  bring  to  every  class 
an  enthusiasm  sure  to  inspire  interest  in  the  pupil. 

Last  year  we  adopted  the  plan  of  sending  each  alter- 
nate month,  in  place  of  the  full  monthly  report,  a note  to 
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the  parents  of  pupils  failing  to  do  satisfactory  work  in  one 
or  more  studies,  emphasizing  the  need  of  more  study  and 
asking  the  co-operation  of  the  home  for  better  results. 
The  parent  was  asked  to  see  that  the  pupil  gave  proper 
attention  to  home  study.  It  was  suggested  that  there 
should  be  at  least  two  hours  of  home  study  each  day. 

The  teachers  feel  that  this  plan  has  been  beneficial  to 
the  school.  It  is  certain  that  there  were  fewer  failures 
than  usual. 

During  the  past  year  a gas  engine  and  belt-connected 
dynamo  have  been  installed  in  the  school.  The  dynamo 
is  of  the  gas  engine  type  and  has  a heavy  fly-wheel  and 
three  bearings.  These  peculiarities  result  in  a variation 
in  electric  pressure  of  less  than  one-half  of  a per  cent. 
The  output  of  the  machines  is  at  present  equal  to  lighting 
fifty-two  16-c.  p.  incandescent  lamps  with  a steadiness 
that  is  perfect  to  the  unaided  eye.  The  installation  was 
made  possible  by  a gift  to  the  science  department  of  four 
hundred  dollars  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Putnam  Free 
School.  This  has  recently  been  supplemented  by  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  by  the  city.  It  is  planned  to 
distribute  the  current  to  various  portions  of  the  building 
for  lighting,  running  of  a stereopticon,  and  for  the  varied 
work  of  experimentation  and  research  in  science.  In  ac- 
quiring this  equipment  a valuable  addition  has  been  made 
to  the  school’s  resources. 

That  our  commercial  department  is  meeting  a want  is 
shown  by  the  increasing  number  of  pupils  desiring  to  take 
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that  course.  At  the  present  time  there  are  eighty-six  tak- 
ing stenography  and  thirty-two  bookkeeping.  Forty- 
eight  pupils  are  using  the  typewriter  and  ought  to  receive 
regular  instruction.  All  this  involves  an  amount  of  work 
beyond  the  power  of  one  teacher  if  satisfactory  results  are 
to  be  expected.  This  department  certainly  demands  some 
relief. 

Commercial  studies  were  first  introduced  five  years 
ago.  They  were  first  made  elective  studies  of  the  general 
course  and  the  work  was  conducted  by  the  regular  teach- 
ers of  the  school.  Later  a commercial  teacher  was  em- 
ployed. Two  years  ago  a distinct  commercial  course  was 
outlined  and  since  then  there  has  been  a marked  increase 
in  the  number  electing  it  until  we  find  the  number  as  men- 
tioned above. 

Up  to  the  present  time  thirty-six  pupils  may  be  said 
to  have  taken  a fairly  complete  commercial  course.  Of 
this  number  fourteen  entered  upon  office  work  directly 
upon  leaving  school.  Of  the  others  six  entered  the  train- 
ing school,  six  pursued  further  the  commercial  studies  at 
some  business  college,  while  five  afterward  changed  their 
plans  and  are  now  in  college  or  are  preparing  to  enter 
another  year. 

Last  February  Miss  Stark  resigned  to  accept  a posi- 
tion in  the  Chelsea  High  school.  Miss  Stark  had  been 
with  us  not  quite  two  years,  yet,  through  her  attractive 
personality,  her  able  instruction  and  tactful  discipline, 
she  had  won  a deserved  popularity  in  the  school.  Her 
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loss  to  the  school  was  keenly  felt.  Miss  Kingsley  was  at 
once  put  in  charge  of  the  classical  work,  and  Mr.  Stan- 
wood  Cobb,  a Dartmouth  graduate,  was  secured  as  a sub- 
stitute for  the  rest  of  the  year  to  assist  in  this  department. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  Miss  Frances  E.  May,  a graduate 
of  Mt.  Holyoke,  was  elected  to  the  permanent  position. 
Miss  May  had  had  several  years  of  successful  experience 
and  came  to  us  very  highly  recommended. 

On  June  27th  a class  of  thirty-one  was  graduated. 
This  was  a smaller  number  than  usual.  Nearly  half  of 
the  class  are  now  pursuing  advanced  courses  of  study. 
Four  members  are  now  in  the  Training  School.  Twelve 
graduates  of  the  school  entered  college  this  last  Septem- 
ber.

There  are  three  graduates  in  the  State  Normal  Schools 
and  seven  in  the  Training  School. 

The  Toppan  prize  was  awarded  to  Winthrop  H.  Thur- 
low.  The  committee  of  award  consisted  of  Messrs.  Arthur 
Withington  and  Arthur  P.  Brown.  The  prize  was  award- 
ed for  the  best  written  examination  in  civil  government. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  ninety-five 
were  admitted  from  the  grammar  schools,  seventy-one 
upon  the  recommendation  of  their  former  teachers  and 
twenty-four  upon  examination.  Twenty  of  these  pupils 
came  from  adjoining  towns.  There  are  at  present  in  the 
school  three  hundred  and  six  pupils  of  which  number 
sixty-five  are  non-resident  Putnam  pupils.

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS 


During  the  school  year,  ending  June  30,  1905,  no 
changes  occurred  in  the  corps  of  grammar  school  teachers. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  Miss  Emma  M.  Lander,  teacher  of 
the  seventh  grade  in  the  Jackman  School,  resigned  her 
position.  Miss  Lander  had  been,  for  a long  term  of  years, 
an  energetic  and  successful  instructor,  most  of  the  time  at 
the  Johnson  Grammar  School.  Miss  Bertha  F.  Ingalls, 
one  of  the  assistants  at  the  Kelley  School,  at  the  same 
time  decided  not  to  be  a candidate  for  re-election.  Miss 
Julia  Bojde,  principal  of  the  ^Storey  Avenue  School, 
also  declined  re-election.  Both  had  been  successful 
teachers. 

The  vacancy  caused  by  Miss  Lander’s  withdrawal 
was  filled  by  the  promotion  of  Miss  Nellie  DeS.  Bar- 
rett. Miss  Lillian  Greenleaf  was  promoted  to  the 
sixth  grade,  which  Miss  Barrett  had  taught.  Miss 
Bessie  E.  Davis,  last  year  principal  of  the  Temple 
Street  School,  was  promoted  to  the  rootn  left  vacant  by 
Miss  Greenleaf.  Miss  Emily  F.  Upton,  a former  grad- 
uate of  the  Training  School,  was  elected  as  assistant 
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at  the  Kelley  School,  to  the  room  previously  taught  by 
Miss  Ingalls. 

Miss  Edith  E.  Davis,  who  graduated  from  the 
Training  School  last  June,  was  appointed  to  succeed 
Miss  Boyle  at  the  Storey  Avenue  School.  These 
changes  have  made  no  apparent  break  in  the  regular 
routine  of  school  work. 

The  usual  difficulty  in  providing  for  the  excess  of 
pupils  in  some  of  the  grammar  schools  was  again  ex- 
perienced when  the  schools  opened  in  September,  1904. 
It  was  found  necessary  to  re-open  the  Ward  Room  on 
Congress  street,  to  relieve  the  Kelley  School.  Mrs. 
Alice  E.  Silloway  was  selected  as  principal,  and  has 
done  excellent  work.  At  the  Jackman  School  the 
principal’s  room  was  crowded,  as  was  also  the  sixth 
grade,  taught  by  Miss  Barrett.  Several  plans  to  re- 
lieve these  rooms  were  suggested,  but  none  of  them 
met  with  approval,  and  the  two  rooms  remained 
crowded. 

At  the  opening  of  the  new  school  year,  September, 
1905,  it  was  again  found  necessary  to  open  the  Ward 
Room  on  Congress  street.  Mrs.  Silloway,  now  Mrs. 
Kent,  being  no  longer  available  as  a teacher,  the  com- 
mittee were  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mrs.  Caleb  D. 
Howard,  who  had  had  a very  successful  experience  as 
a teacher.  The  Jackman  School  was  relieved  by  re- 
moving the  pupils  of  the  fourth  grade  to  the  Temple 
Street  and  Bromfield  Street  Schools,  thus  affording  an 
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opportunity  for  two  sixth  grade  rooms,  as  well  as 
two  of  the  fifth. 

Many  pupils  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades  at  the 
Kelley  School  were  then  sent  to  the  Jackman.  These 
transfers  gave  an  opportunity  for  some  changes  in  the 
arrangement  of  both  the  Kelley  and  Jackman  Schools. 
The  Jackman  School  is  now  wholly  a grammar  school, 
The  Kelley  School  has  now  only  one  grade  to  a room. 
In  fact  most  of  the  school  rooms  in  the  city  have  now 
but  one  grade.  The  exceptions  are  : — The  ungraded 
room  at  the  Jackman  School,  the  principars  room  at 
the  Currier  School,  the  Purchase  Street  School,  the  Tem- 
ple Street  School,  and  the  schools  at  Moultonville  and 
Storey  Avenue. 

Most  teachers  make  two  divisions  of  their  pupils, 
thus  giving  an  opportunity  for  study  as  well  as  for 
recitation.  This  is  especially  needed  here,  as  home 
study  is  not  generally  required  in  the  primary  and 
grammar  schools.  The  rule,  which  requires  a pro- 
gramme or  time-table  to  be  placed  in  a conspicuous 
position  in  every  room,  is  generally  obeyed.  Where 
this  is  done  neither  teacher  nor  pupils  need  waste 
time  in  determining  what  should  be  done  next.  The 
acquisition  of  regular  habits  of  daily  labor  is  not  the 
least  valuable  of  the  results  of  our  system  of  public 
schools.  If  the  teacher  insists  upon  punctuality,  and 
is  systematic  and  exact  in  adhering  to  her  programme, 
she  will  not  only  accomplish  more  during  each  session, 
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but  she  will  find  that  her  pupils  are  gradually  form- 
ing such  habits  of  industry  as  will  greatly  help  her  in 
her  work,  and  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  them  in  the 
future. 

The  hours  for  school  are  so  few  each  week  that  it 
is  of  great  importance  that  all  the  time  should  be  em- 
ployed in  necessary  and  energetic  work  by  teachers 
and  pupils.  The  hours  between  school  sessions  should 
be  devoted  to  recreation  and  physical  labor.  Es- 
pecially should  the  child  have  the  privilege  of  assist- 
ing his  parents  and  relieving  them  of  some  of  their  bur- 
dens. It  is  good  for  the  child  to  help  others,  and 
not  good  for  him  to  be  the  constant  recipient  of  favors 
which  he  never  returns.  One  of  the  evils  of  higher 
education  is  that  it  makes  the  young  too  long  depend- 
ent on  others,  and  gives  them  but  little  opportunity 
for  self-support,  or  to  help  those  who  have  so  long 
done  all  for  them.  Whether  the  amount  of  education 
acquired  is  of  sufficient  value  to  compensate  for  the  loss 
of  self-reliance  and  self-dependence  is  in  many  cases  a 
matter  of  doubt. 

The  grammar  school  teachers  have  as  usual  done 
excellent  work  and  the  schools  are  in  excellent  con- 
dition.

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS 


From  the  opening  of  the  school  year,  in  Septem- 
ber, 1904,  to  its  close,  June  30,  1905,  there  were  no 

changes  in  primary  school  teachers.  But  the  new 
year,  commencing  in  September,  1905,  witnessed  more 
changes  than  perhaps  had  ever  before  happened  in 
so  short  a time.  Miss  Lewis,  long  a teacher  of  the 
second  grade,  on  Congress  street,  where  she  had  done 
excellent  service,  declined  a re-election,  as  did  also 
Miss  Oliver,  teacher  of  the  third  grade  in  the  same 
school.  Miss  Oliver,  though  her  term  of  service  had 
not  been  so  long,  was  doing  good  work. 

Miss  Grace  E.  Bartlett  and  Miss  Mary  F.  Whit- 
more were  transfered  from  the  Johnson  to  the  Curtis 
School.  Miss  Dickins  and  Miss  Hubbard  were  trans- 
ferred from  the  Curtis  to  the  Johnson  School.  Miss 
Jennie  P.  Haskell,  principal  of  the  Bromfield  Street 
School,  was  made  second  assistant  at  the  Johnson, 
and  Miss  Tula  M.  Reed  was  promoted  from  the  third 
grade  at  the  Johnson  School  to  the  position  of  prin- 
cipal at  the  Bromfield  Street  School. 
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Miss  Lillie  M.  Ross,  teacher  of  the  third  grade 
at  the  Bromfield  Street  School,  where  she  had  been 
doing  excellent  service,  declined  a re-appointment, 
and  Miss  Feroline  Woods  was  promoted  from  the 
second  grade  to  that  position,  Miss  Adelaide  Dodge 
taking  the  second  grade.  Miss  Elizabeth  Boardman 
was  appointed  to  the  position  left  vacant  by  Miss 
Dodge’s  promotion. 

Miss  O’Connell,  principal  of  the  Purchase  Street 
School,  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  first  assist- 
ant in  the  Davenport  School,  her  place  being  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Mary  A.  Doyle.  At  the 
Jackman  School,  Miss  Dorothy  C.  Packer  was  grant- 
ed one  year’s  leave  of  absence.  Miss  E.  Belle 
Woodman  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  caused. 

Later,  owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
Jackman  School,  the  pupils  of  the  fourth  grade  were 
transferred  to  the  Temple  Street  and  Bromfield  Street 
Schools.  Miss  Davis  was  promoted  to  one  of  the 
fifth  grade  rooms  in  the  Jackman  School.  Miss 
Edith  M.  Annis  was  made  principal  of  the  Temple 
Street  School,  and  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Bailey  was 
elected  assistant. 

At  the  Davenport  School  Miss  Hortense  F.  Small 
was  promoted  to  the  second  grade,  and  Miss  Mar- 
guerite Pritchard  was  elected  teacher  of  the  first  grade, 
in  place  of  Miss  Small. 
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Although  these  changes  properly  concern  another 
school  year,  it  seems  necessary  to  record  them  here,  in 
order  to  bring  the  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
schools  up  to  the  present  date. 

The  primary  schools  were  in  good  condition  at 
the  close  of  the  school  year,  showing  that  the  teach- 
ers had  faithfully  performed  the  duties  entrusted  to 
them.  Though  there  were  differences  in  correspond- 
ing grades,  as  there  have  always  been,  and  always 
will  be,  there  were  no  teachers  who  were  not  earnest 
and  faithful  in  their  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  the 
schools  in  their  charge.

THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 


This  branch  of  our  school  department  begun  in  Sep- 
tember, 1889,  closed  in  June,  1905,  the  sixteenth  year  of 
its  existence. 

It  was  started  as  an  experiment,  and  has  proved  by  its 
work  that  it  was  no  mistake,  but  has  been  a credit  to  those 
who  worked  so  earnestly  to  establish  it. 

Its  graduates  are  teaching  in  some  of  the  largest  cities 
in  our  commonwealth,  filling  responsible  positions  to  the 
satisfaction  of  those  in  authority. 

Since  its  existence  it  has  graduated  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  young  ladies,  seventy-six  of  whom  are  still  engaged 
in  school  work  ; besides  this  number  eighteen  others  have 
entered  the  school,  but  either  from  sickness  or  finding 
themselves  not  fitted  for  the  work,  have  left  before  the 
time  of  graduating. 

Pupil  teachers  are  now  admitted  to  this  school  by  a 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  school  committee. 

Two  young  ladies  were  allowed  to  leave  during  the 
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year  to  take  positions  offered  to  them  before  the  time  of 
their  graduation.

EVENING  SCHOOLS 


The  evening  schools  for  the  winter  of  i904-’o5 
opened  early  in  December.  The  boys’  school  was  held  as 
nsual  in  the  Kelley  School,  with  Mr.  Irving  H.  Johnson 
as  principal  and  Miss  Eva  J.  Smith  and  Miss  M.  Alice 
George,  assistants.  The  girls’  school  was  held  in  the 
Jackman  School.  The  teachers  were  the  same  as  the 
winter  before  : Miss  Lizzie  C.  Ireland,  principal  ; Miss 
Amelia  Whittier,  Miss  Flora  Pettigrew,  assistants.  The 
pupils  of  both  schools  were  well-behaved  and  industrious. 
The  boys  kept  up  their  attendance  through  the  term. 
The  girls  fell  away  in  numbers,  so  that  it  was  not  neces- 
sary to  employ  the  full  quota  of  teachers  for  the  whole 
term. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  evening  schools  are  not 
as  well  attended  as  they  were  a few  years  ago.  This  is 
probably  due  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  cotton  mills. 
When  they  were  running  with  a full  schedule  of  help, 
there  were  many  who  were  obliged  by  law  to  attend  either 
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evening  or  day  schools.  The  number  of  illiterates  is  very 
small  at  the  present  time,  consequently  most  of  those  now 
attending  the  evening  schools  do  so  voluntarily,  and  are 
well  deserving  of  all  the  assistance  they  can  get  to  im- 
prove themselves.  The  School  Board  has  been  willing 
to  provide  all  the  assistance  of  books,  teachers  and  com- 
fortable and  convenient  quarters  that  were  required. 


MUSIC 


During  the  last  term  of  the  school  year  the  regular 
supervisor  of  music,  Miss  Elizabeth  C.  Adams,  was 
granted  leave  of  absence  on  account  of  ill  health. 

Exercises  appropriate  to  Memorial  Day  were  held  in 
the  City  Hall  by  the  primary  grades,  the  music  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  George  H.  Pearson,  in  the  absence  of  the 
regular  teacher,  was  very  satisfactory.  Mr.  Pearson  also 
took  charge  of  the  music  at  the  High  School  graduation. 

In  general  the  work  in  music  has  been  carried  on  in 
a very  gratifying  manner,  each  year  seeing  improved 
results. 

On  account  of  continued  illness  Miss  Adams  was  una- 
ble to  return  at  the  opening  of  the  new  school  year  in 
September,  Mr.  Pearson  kindly  consented  to  fill  the  posi- 
tion during  her  absence,  which  lasted  till  December  i, 
when  Miss  Adams  was  able  to  resume  her  work. 
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Mr.  William  P.  Lunt , Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

The  work  in  drawing  has  been  carried  onward  as  well 
as  possible  along  the  lines  planned  for  it  in  September. 
Owing  to  the  steadily  growing  enthusiasm  with  which 
both  teachers  and  pupils  take  up  this  department  of  school 
work,  greater  progress  has  been  made  than  was  at  first 
expected. 

As  usual,  when  a change  of  teachers  occurs,  some 
time  was  apparently  lost  in  ascertaining  just  what  had 
and  what  had  not  been  done.  But  that  determined  as  far 
as  possible,  nothing  need  now  hinder  us  from  gaining 
good  results  during  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Having  this  as  our  motto  : “ Not  how  much,  but 

how  well,”  our  aim  is,  as  far  as  possible,  to  reach  the  in- 
dividual and  the  one  most  lacking,  and  when  we  remem- 
ber that  the  end  crowns  the  work,  that  a good  general  is 
judged  by  his  achievements,  and  that  art  is  doing  the 
right  thing  well,  we  earnestly  strive  to  take  each  step 
carefully  and  firmly. 
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More  mechanical  work,  especially  in  the  High 
School,  will  be  .taken  up.  The  advanced  class,  now 
working  upon  sections  of  solids,  will  shortly  study  some- 
thing of  shadows,  inter- sections,  machine  drawing,  and 
will  later  gain  some  knowledge  of  architectural  drawing. 
The  lower  classes  are  now  working  upon  geometrical 
drawing,  while  the  free-hand  classes  are  respectively  pre- 
paring for  design  and  studying  object  drawing.  A syste- 
matic study  in  color  has  been  started,  as  a necessary  basis 
of  good  .design  work,  all  study  of  which  will  be  made 
through  a close  observation  of  historic  ornament  and  of 
nature  and  her  laws  of  growth  and  color,  thus  appealing 
to  the  pupils  through  their  innate  delight  in  beauty  of 
form  and  color;  a beauty  resulting  from  simplicity,  har- 
mony and  repose,  and  leading  them  to  creative  activity 
and,  what  is  better,  to  a fine  appreciation  of  the  best  in 
decorative  art. 

In  the  higher  grades,  the  designing  of  large  surface 
patterns,  and  especially,  those  patterns  which  can  be 
worked  out  in  cloth,  will  be  taken  up  and  carried  out  as 
far  as  time  and  skill  will  permit,  while  the  lower  grades 
will  devote  the  last  term  to  the  study  of  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  good  design,  color,  and  the  making  of  book  cov- 
ers and  border  designs  and  simple  surface  patterns. 

In  the  lower  grades  a good  deal  of  attention  is  being 
given  to  ruler  practice  and  accurate  measurement,  while 
dexterity  of  finger  is  being  gained  by  paper  cutting  and 
folding,  and  later,  they,  too,  will  begin  to  la}'  the  foun- 
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dation  of  design  work  through  nature  drawing  and  color 
study. 

I consider  that  the  superintendent,  members  of  the 
school  board  and  the  teachers  of  all  the  schools  deserve 
much  credit  for  their  earnest  and  honest  endeavors  in  this 
line,  and  for  the  hearty  manner  in  which  they  seek  to 
promote  this  work,  striving  so  cheerfully  to  overcome  the 
many  obstacles  in  its  path.

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 


The  classes  for  cooking  and  sewing  have  been  held 
in  the  upper  room, of  the  Purchase  Street  School  building 
and  in  the  Ward  Room  on  Ashland  street. 

The  pupils  in  the  eighth  grade,  seventy-seven  in 
number,  attend  the  Cooking  School,  and  all  seem  to 
take  great  interest  in  their  work. 

Reports  are  given  each  week,  showing  the  result  of 
home  work,  and  parents  are  constantly  signifying  their 
gratification  that  these  branches  have  been  added  to  the 
public  school  curriculum. 

The  lessons  are  carefully  prepared  and  arranged 
that  the  student  may  have  as  thorough  a knowledge  of 
plain  cooking  as  it  is  possible  to  give  in  a course  of  thirty 
lessons. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  pupils  in  the 
sixth  and  seventh  grades  who  have  received  instruction 
in  needlework. 

As  the  time  is  limited,  only  the  most  practical  stitches 
are  attempted  : basting,  stitching,  overcasting,  hemming, 
darning,  patching  and  button  holes. 
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Such  a course  tends  to  train  the  eye  and  the  hand, 
and  its  educational  advantage  is  shown  in  the  gradual 
development  of  self-reliance  of  the  pupils.

IN  GENERAL 


The  regular  work  of  the  various  schools  has  been 
carried  on  much  as  in  previous  years.  While  some 
branches  of  study  have  been  added  in  recent  times,  the 
fundamental  subjects  have  not  been  neglected.  Reading, 
writing,  spelling  and  arithmetic  are  still  considered  of 
first  importance,  and  it  is*  believed  that  in  these  branches 
there  has  .been  no  falling  off.  In  fact  those  most  familiar 
with  the  schools  and  with  the  progress  made  in  the  differ- 
ent grades  are  fully  convinced  that  the  general  scholar- 
ship of  the  children  of  to-day  is  superior  to  that  of  former 
times. 

The  tests  given  in  the  different  grades  show  a higher 
average  than  was  obtained  ten,  twenty  or  more  years  ago. 
We  frequently  hear  or  read  comments  on  the  poor 
spelling  of  children.  How  this  may  be  in  other  cities  or 
towns  we  cannot  say,  but  here  this  is  not  true.  The 
children  now  spell  better  than  they  formerly  did.  One 
reason  for  this  is  that  there  is  much  more  written  work 
done  at  the  present  time.  Another  is  that  the  teachers 
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have  had  their  attention  called  in  every  grade  to  the 
words  that  pupils  are  likely  to  misspell,  and  their 
pupils  are  drilled  particularly  on  those  words.  In  former 
times  children  generally  failed  in  spelling  some  of  the 
most  common  words,  Wednesday,  February,  which, 
twelfth,  until,  separate,  niece,  and  many  others  would  be 
missed  at  least  half  of  the  time.  Now  such  words  are 
generally  spelled  correctly. 

In  reading  there  is  less  elocutionary  effect  than  for- 
merly, but  there  are  more  pupils  who  can  read  in  a plain 
and  simple  way.  In  the  primary  schools  where  one 
reader  was  formerly  used  for  a year,  now  three  or  four 
are  required.  In  arithmetic  children  are  given  fewer 
hard  problems  and  puzzles,  but  they  receive  much  more 
drill  on  the  fundamental  processes,  requiring  accuracy 
and  speed. 

In  writing  we  believe  that  there  is  a great  advance 
over  old  methods.  The  great  hindrance  to  success  in 
teaching  penmanship  in  old  times  was  the  use  of  a copy 
book  by  the  pupils,  in  which  if  the  work  was  carefully 
performed,  it  was  drawing  and  not  writing,  and  in  which 
each  line,  as  the  pupil  went  down  the  page,  would  be 
worse  than  the  one  preceding  it.  Without  a copy  book 
the  teacher  must  teach,  and  her  abilit}^  and  success  as  a 
teacher  is  shown  by  the  improvement  of  her  pupils.  The 
substitution  of  a moderate  slant  for  the  unnatural  vertical 
has  helped  very  much  towards  better  penmanship.  At 
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the ’present  time  the  teachers  of  every  grade  are  making 
earnest  efforts  to  secure  good  writing  in  their  schools. 

FIRE  DRILLS 

The  subject  of  fire  drills  was  mentioned  in  the  last 
annual  report.  It  is  of  so  much  importance  that  attention 
should  again  be  called  to  the  necessity  of  these  drills, 
and  also  to  the  opportunities  for  safe  egress  in  case  any 
school  should  again  be  threatened  with  fire.  In  build- 
ings of  a single  story  there  would  seem  to  be  no  danger 
or  difficulty  in  dismissing  the  children.  In  buildings  of 
more  than  one  story  there  should  be  more  than  one 
stairway  from  the  second  floor.  There  are  still  several 
school  buildings  with  but  one  pair  of  stairs  : viz., 
the  Hancock  Street,  the  Bromfield  Street  and  the 
Temple  Street  Schools,  have  each  but  ond  flight  of 
stairs.  If  exit  from  the  upper  rooms  was  prevented  by 
fire  attacking  the  stairs,  serious  results  might  ensue. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  principals 
of  most  of  the  schools  have  appeared  to  be  fully  alive  to 
the  importance  of  having  their  pupils  thoroughly  pre- 
pared for  any  emergency.  The  fire  drills  are  well 
planned,  and  the  schools  are  frequently  tested  at  unex- 
pected times. 

FREE  TEXT  BOOKS 

It  is  customary  to  speak  with  approval  of  the  Free 
Text  Book  Law.  It  is  in  fact  a great  convenience,  but 
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it  also  has  some  disadvantages.  If  every  scholar  could 
on  leaving  school  take  his  books  with  him.  to  keep  as 
souvenirs  of  his  school  days,  or  for  reference  in  case  of 
need,  it  would  be  better  still.  This  might  add  consider- 
able to  the  cost  of  text  books,  unless  some  plan  were  de- 
vised by  which  the  cost  of  all  books  used  by  the  pupil 
should  be  added  to  the  annual  tax  bill  of  the  parent. 
Much' care  is  taken  in  our  schools  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
diseases  like  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  by  books  or  pen- 
cils. When  a pupil  is  reported  as  having  either  of  these 
diseases,  the  books  and  other  articles  used  by  him  are 
burned  and  the  desk  disinfected. 

But  there  are  other  diseases,  such  as  skin  diseases 
and  diseases  of  the  eye,  that,  perhaps,  may  be  dissem- 
inated through  the  books  of  the  school.  As  far  as  possi- 
ble pupils'retain  their  own  books,  even  those  taken  up  by 
the  teacher  are  marked  and  given  out  to  the  pupils  who 
had  them  before. 

Many  plans  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools  can- 
not be  adopted  on  account  of  the  lack  of  sufficient  room  in 
most  of  the  school  buildings.  Each  year,  at  the  opening 
of  the  schools,  there  are  many  rooms  so  overcrowded  that 
it  is  only  with  great  difficulty  that  accommodation  is 
made  by  moving  children  out  of  their  district  and  making 
changes  in  schools  and  grades.  Admission  has,  however, 
never  been  refused  to  any  child  by  the  superintendent 
on  the  ground  of  full  schools. 
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This  makes  it  practically  impossible  to  carry  out  any 
plan  for  individual  instruction,  if  such  were  desired.  But 
individual  instruction,  if  given  at  all,  should  be  given  to 
the  dull  pupil  and  not  to  the  bright  scholar,  who  does  not 
need  it,  and  who  has  already  received  more  than  his  share 
of  nature’s  gifts.  Many  teachers  have  forty  or  more 
pupils.  If  individual  instruction  were  given  to  all,  the 
teacher  after  deducting  the  time  for  the  general  exercises 
required,  would  be  able  to  give  not  more  than  six  minutes 
per  day  to  each  pupil.  With  one  hour  per  day  for  each 
pupil,  individual  instruction  would  require  a force  of 
about  five  hundred  teachers  here,  instead  of  the  fifty  now 
employed. 

While  graded  schools  have  their  disadvantages,  they 
make  it  possible  for  all  the  children  of  any  community  to 
receive  a fair  elementary  education.  The  child  receives 
other  benefits.  He  is  brought  into  contact  with  other 
children  and  finds  his  level.  His  own  mental  activity  is 
awakened  by  contact  with  other  minds-  He  finds  that  he 
is  not  the  only  person  in  the  world,  and  that  others  may 
be  as  bright  and  smart  and  as  deserving  of  respect  and 
consideration. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  SCHOOLS 

1.  More  room  in  the  three  large  buildings,  the  Jack- 
man,  the  Kelley  and  the  Currier  Schools. 

2.  Additional  means  of  egress  from  the  Johnson, 
Bromfield  and  Temple  Street  Schools. 
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3.  Sufficient  appropriation  to  supply  the  needs  of  the 
schools  without  an  overdraft. 

4.  A book  for  the  teachers  which,  while  as  scientifi- 
cally accurate  as  the  one  now  in  use,  will  be  a better 
guide  for  instruction  in  hygiene. 

5.  Manual  training  in  all  grades,  including  Primary, 
Grammar  and  High  Schools. 


TRUANT  OFFICER’S  REPORT 


Gentlemen  of  the  School  Committee  .* 

My  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1905, 
must  be  in  the  main  a repetition  of  those  given  in  preced- 
ing years.  Children  absent  from  school  without  their 
parents  consent  have  been  looked  up  and  a strong  effort 
has  been  made  to  prevent  a repetition  of  the  offence. 
There  have  also  been  many  cases  where  parents  have  un- 
necessarily allowed  frequent  absences  of  their  children. 
These  parents  have  been  visited  and  urged  to  insist  upon 
regular  attendance  of  their  children. 

The  factories  have  also  been  visited,  and  children 
found  employed  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  school 
laws  have  been  compelled  to  obtain  the  proper  certificate 
or  return  to  school.  In  general,  however,  employers  are 
careful  to  comply  with  the  law. 

The  census  of  school  children,  now  taken  in  Septem- 
ber, has  been  completed,  and  that,  and  the  statistics  of 
my  work,  are  herewith  submitted.
